T he U.S. Department of Justice, 
after days of scathing criticism, 
on Tuesday, June 10 backed off a 
ban prohibiting the DOJ Pride 
employee group from holding its 
annual Pride event at the department. 

DOJ Pride, however, will not enjoy 
the sponsorship of the Justice De¬ 
partment as it has in the past, accord¬ 
ing to a statement from the Human 
Rights Campaign. 

The Associated Press reported that 
the change means the employees will 
have to pay for the event themselves. 

The Pride event will now go on as 
scheduled, on June 18. In spite of the 
reversal, HRC noted that the new pol¬ 
icy is “still a step backward” in that 
DOJ Pride is being treated differently 
than it was in the past. 

“We are pleased that the DOJ has 
reversed its decision of the all-out ban 
on the on-site gay Pride event,” said 
Winnie Stachelberg, HRC political di¬ 
rector. “However the new policy is still 
a step backward.” She added that the 
DOJ Pride group is being treated “un¬ 
equally from other agency groups 
who have the full sponsorship of the 
department.” 

DOJ spokesman Mark Corallo 
said that the only change in the poli¬ 
cy was that the DOJ Pride event 
would no longer he officially spon¬ 
sored by the agency, according to AP. 

“They will not be officially recog¬ 
nized this year, just like every other 
group,” Corallo told AP. “They took 
that to mean they couldn’t have the 
event.”

PipeVine Inc. was a separate 501 (c)(3) non¬ 
profit that provided pledge processing, funds 
distribution, and other services to corporations, 
Web sites, and nonprofits, including United 
Way of the Bay Area. Last week, as first report¬ 
ed in the San Francisco Chronicle, PipeVine shut 
its doors and ceased operations, claiming it was 
insolvent. Later reports indicated that PipeVine 
may have spent some of the money slated for 
donations to United Way agencies to pay staff 
salaries and other expenses. 

California Attorney General Bill Lockyer 
has launched an investi¬ 
gation, and United Way 
of the Bay Area is also 
assessing the situation.

A s the battle over AIDS funding heated 
up at City Hall this week, one person 
has been notably absent from the de¬ 
bate - Mike Shriver, Mayor Willie 
Brown’s AIDS czar. 

Shriver, who heads the Mayor’s Office on 
AIDS and HIV Policy, has been out on dis¬ 
ability for over a year &nd a half. Battling 
both HIV and hepatitis C, Shriver went on 
leave,in September 
2001, less than a year 
after Being appoint¬ 
ed to the position. 

Since then the 
Mayor’s Office on 
AIDS has been dor¬ 
mant and AIDS 
agencies have been 
without a key voice 
within Brown’s ad¬ 
ministration. The 
duties of the office 
have been redistrib- 

uted to the health department’s AIDS Office. 

“It hasn’t been an easy task to fill his 
shoes. It is a hole, it. is a huge hole. I don’t 
know if we can completely fill it,” said Jimmy 
Loyce, the deputy director of health for 
AIDS programs, who joined the health de¬ 
partment’s AIDS Office around the same 
time Shriver first went on leave. “We hope 
for his return to the position stronger and 
with greater health than when he left the po¬ 
sition.” 

However, the contract with the Universi¬ 
ty of California at San Francisco for the 
$50,000-a-year position ends on June 30,

Safety first at SF Pride

' uffering from burnout, but 

% still looking for a way to give 

pF to your favorite organiza¬ 
tion? The San Francisco LGBT 
Pride Committee invites interest¬ 
ed volunteers to serve as safety 
monitors in exchange for the “best 
seat in the house” during the June 
29 parade. Hours of service logged 
can be donated to any nonprofit 
in Pride’s partnership program; 
organizations receive a portion of 
Pride beverage sales profits based 
upon the volunteer hours they 
provide to the event. 

Perks abound for safety moni¬ 
tors, including prime viewing; free 
T-shirts; free lunch and drinks; 
private rest areas; the license to 
cruise, make friends, and collect 
phone numbers; and a volunteer 
appreciation picnic in July. 

Safety monitors are simply re¬ 
quired to give four hours of ser¬ 
vice to the event, which includes 
interacting with the crowd during 
the Pride Parade and celebration, 
and making sure everyone in at¬ 
tendance leaves safe and happy. 
Responsibilities include acting as 
an extra set of eyes and ears; help¬ 
ing to move large objects or vehi¬ 
cles through crowds; assisting 
medical and accessibility teams 
where appropriate; being pro-ac¬ 
tive rather than reactive; and re¬ 
maining clean and sober while on 
duty. Monitors do not work alone, 
but rather, as part of a team dur¬ 
ing the event. 

Pride’s safety crew was started 
many years ago after a fatal acci¬ 
dent during the Pride Parade in 
which an individual jumped off a 
moving float and was run over. At 
that time the San Francisco Police 
Department stipulated that unless 
Pride supplied 250 safety volun¬ 


teers in the future, the event could 
not go on. The last few years, how¬ 
ever, “have been less well staffed 
than I or the rest of the safety crew 
would have liked,” according to 
Dave Nee, co-chair of Pride’s safe¬ 
ty subcommittee. “We’ve had 
enough people to deal with the 
situation but it really wears on 
people to work in smaller teams.” 

Nee attributes the safety mon¬ 
itor drop-off to the general de¬ 
cline in volunteerism after the 
AIDS epidemic took its toll. 

“Certainly when I started 
about 15 years ago, the teams were 
a lot larger. There has been a drop 
off in volunteerism, post-AIDS. A 
lot of us put in a lot of energy to 
that effort, and people got tired.” 

But Nee encourages potential 
volunteers to dedicate a small 
amount of time to make a big dif¬ 
ference. 

“It’s a fun day. It’s the best way 
to see the parade; you’re right up 
there on the front lines. It’s a good 
feeling to help people, and people 
thank you all day long,” said Nee. 
“It’s not difficult, it’s just a matter 
of watching people and making 
sure that things go along smooth¬ 
ly”

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City to sanction Halloween

he San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors has agreed to 
take responsibility for the 
mayhem that has become the Cas¬ 
tro Halloween celebration. 

The board on Tuesday, June 10 
voted unanimously for a resolu¬ 
tion authored by District 8 Super¬ 
visor Bevan Dufty to make the cel¬ 
ebration an official city event and 
try to curb the violence and pub¬ 
lic drunkenness that has marred 
the previously unpermitted street 
party in recent years. 

Last year’s party drew approx¬ 
imately 300,000 people toward the 
intersection of Market and Castro 
on Halloween night. Some of 
them never made it. There were 
five stabbings, 91 reported inci¬ 
dents of violence, and 28 arrests. 
It took 250 police in riot gear to fi¬ 
nally quell the surging mob. Police 
say most of the violence was a re¬ 
sult of public drunkenness, fueled 
in part by illegal sidewalk liquor 
sales by merchants in the area. 


While bars and restaurants in 
the area will be allowed to operate 
normally, Mission Station com¬ 
mander Captain Greg Corrales 
has vowed a “zero tolerance” poli¬ 
cy for drinking on the street. 
Deputy Chief Greg Suhr said that, 
“The lion’s share of the problems 
are around alcohol.” 

Patrick Batt, Merchants of 
Upper Market and Castro board 
member and former president, 
said he’s glad the city will admin¬ 
ister the event. 

“I think it’s high time the city 
takes official responsibility for an 
event which has dogged the Cas¬ 
tro for many years,” he said. 
“Hopefully the merchants’ associ¬ 
ation, working in concert with the 
police and Supervisor Dufty, can 
encourage the merchants with off- 
sale licenses not to sell alcohol for 
consumption on the streets.” 

Gustavo Serina, president of 
the Eureka Valley Promotion As¬ 
sociation, also offered support. 
“The organization completely 
supports the resolution,” Serina 
said. 


Although the resolution is 
nonbinding and does not require 
the mayor’s signature, Mayor 
Willie Brown’s spokesman, P.J. 
Johnston, said that Brown sup¬ 
ports Dufty’s plan and the alcohol 
ban. 

Dufty said he wants to provide 
entertainment at the event to give 
the crowd something to do be¬ 
sides drink, including DJs, a stage 
for a costume parade, and at least 
one other performance venue fea¬ 
turing entertainment. Funding 
would come in part by a standing 
$20,000 grant from the city’s 
Grants for the Arts fund. 

Dufty’s resolution calls, for a 
perimeter around the event to 
check for potential weapons, 
within which the ban on alcohol 
would be strictly enforced. Dufty 
thinks the perimeter could also 
provide an opportunity to ask for 
donations, as is the practice at 
most gay-oriented San Francisco 
street fairs. 

Dufty said that he hopes to cre¬ 
ate a working group of city agen¬ 
cies that will run the event. ▼

peaceful, nonviolent action. The 
meeting comes on the heels of a 
Bay Area Reporter editorial last 
week that called on the communi¬ 
ty to organize some sort of action. 
Avicolli Mecca called the B.A.R. 
last week to state that he and Do¬ 
herty were in the process of plan¬ 
ning an event. 

If the high court upholds the 
homophobic Texas law that pro¬ 


hibits consensual sex between gays 
and lesbians, there will be a 
protest. If the court overturns the 
law, the event will be celebratory 
in nature. 

“We will either condemn the 
court or celebrate a victory, hope¬ 
fully the latter,” Avicolli Mecca 
stated in an e-mail. 

Community members are 
asked to arrive at Harvey Milk 
Plaza, at Castro and Market 
streets, at 5 p.m. on the day the de¬ 
cision is announced. There will be 
speakers from various community 


organizations and possibly a 
march through the Castro, de¬ 
pending on the size of the crowd 
and the mood, Avicolli Mecca 
added. 

Demonstrations are being 
planned in several cities, including 
Los Angeles/West Hollywood; 
New York; Atlanta; Charleston, 
South Carolina; Richmond, Vir¬ 
ginia; Chicago; and Washington, 
D.C. Activist Robin Tyler and the 
Chicago Anti-Bashing Network 
helped spearhead the organiza¬ 
tion of the events. ▼

Community rallies to 
support AIDS agency

If! 10-year-old girl donated 
Mm her $2-a-week allowance. 
mm A group of women 
switched their “Girls Night Out” 
plans to help. 

The sister of a man taken 
care of while he died from AIDS 
lent her support. 

Along with hundreds of 
other concerned community 
members, the outpouring of 
support from these women dur¬ 
ing last month’s Dining Out for 
Life event helped keep the doors 
open at the Center for AIDS Ser¬ 
vices in Oakland. 

Faced with the prospect of 
losing a key employee due to 
budget constraints, the agency 
turned to the public to help it 
raise at least $30,000 so it could 
afford to keep its case manager 
on staff. 

As of Monday, June 9, the 
Oakland AIDS agency had 
counted more than $26,000 
raised, with more donations yet 
to be tabulated from its May 29 
fundraiser, where restaurants 
from throughout Alameda and 
Contra Costa counties agreed to 
donate 25 percent of their food 
sales from that day. 

“We are still waiting on a 
couple of restaurants. The last 
total I saw was $26,000 and I 
think it is higher than that,” said 


Simona Fino, the center’s volun¬ 
teer coordinator and event coor¬ 
dinator. “Our goal was $30,000 
and I think we will reach it.” 

The agency also received 
$3,000 in in-kind services do¬ 
nated by Oakland-based Giving 
Something Back Business Prod¬ 
ucts. The office supply company 
gives more than half its profits 
to community groups each year, 
handing out more than 
$488,000 to Bay Area groups last 
year. 

When the company learned 
about the center’s problems, it 
helped pay for publicity for the 
event. 

“It is the only organization of 
its kind in the East Bay that is 
truly life-supporting and life- 
sustaining. It was an easy deci¬ 
sion to make,” spokeswoman 
Lori Hope said of the company’s 
opting to get involved with the 
center. The company “is ab¬ 
solutely thrilled that the posi¬ 
tion has been saved.” 

The Dining Out event is the 
center’s first successful fundrais¬ 
er in over two years and a much 
needed boost not only to the 
agency’s coffers, but morale. The 
center learned this year it was 
losing $23,000 in funding from 
the public health department in 
Alameda County. The agency 
has a total budget of $750,000 
and cares for more than 400 
clients. 


The revenue cut came on top 
of a 95 percent drop in dona¬ 
tions coupled with an increased 
demand for services, according 
to agency Executive Director 
Peggy Bush. The drop in rev¬ 
enues meant the agency could 
not afford to pay for the salary 
of Ann Speyer, its case manager. 

Without Speyer, the agency 
would have had to close its 
doors. As a last ditch effort, it 
turned to hosting its first Din¬ 
ing Out event. 

“We raised around $13,000 
just in donations from the pub¬ 
lic,” said Fino. “People were very 
happy to help and eager to help 
and excited to be a part of it.” 

Fino said the agency is still 
writing grants and “going about 
our normal business in procur¬ 
ing funds” in order to find a 
more permanent funding source 
to pay for the case manager job. 

And since the Dining Out 
event was so successful, she said 
the agency will bring it back 
next year. Several restaurateurs 
have already expressed interest 
and want to expand their partic¬ 
ipation to other sites they oper¬ 
ate. A couple restaurants that 
did not participate this year 
have already called to ask about 
becoming involved. 

“This was very successful for 
us and I can only see it becom¬ 
ing more successful in the fu¬ 
ture,” said Fino. ▼

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Bartenders buy Twin Peaks

he rainbow-colored arrows 
are aglow once again at the 
venerable Twin Peaks, one of 
the Castro’s oldest gay bars. 

Just days after signing the pa¬ 
pers to buy the watering hole from 
its longtime owners, the new tav¬ 
ern keepers broke out a ladder and 
replaced the light bulbs and 
flipped the switch last week on the 
flashing lights, dormant since the 
state’s energy crisis. 

It is the most visible sign yet of 
the renewed energy and spirit 
being poured into the neighbor¬ 
hood gathering place cherished by 
gay people the world over. 

Longtime bartenders Jeff 
Green and George Roehm, along 
with their significant others, 
bought the bar at the corner of 
Market, Castro and 17th streets 
on June 1 from the lesbian part¬ 
ners who have operated the bar 
since its inception in the early 
1970s. While they intend to make 
cosmetic changes to the bar’s in¬ 
terior, the four men promise the 
bar’s atmosphere will remain the 
same. 

“They were ready to retire and 
pass the torch on,” said Roehm, a 
Twin Peaks bartender for the last 
14 years, of the original owners 
Mary Ellen Cunha and Charlotte 
Coleman. 

Roehm, with boyfriend Fred 
Hoesking, and Green, with 
boyfriend Day Galles, beat out 
three competing offers for the bar. 

“Somebody wanted to change 
the whole bar and make it more of 
a cruise bar. They were going to 


put high tables in with high 
chairs,” said Roehm. “It would 
have completely changed the 
whole bar.” 

“The girls were nice enough to 
go with us,” said Green, who has 
tended bar at the Twin Peaks for 
13 years. “It was either buy the bar 
or go stand in the unemployment 
line.” 

The names on the lease aren’t 
the only difference of late at the 
Twin Peaks. The bar’s clientele is 
also undergoing a change. Often 
referred to as the “Glass Coffin” 
due to its reputation as a hangout 
for older men, the bar is seeing a 
shift to a younger demographic. 

“It is just happening naturally. 
They are coming in later at night 
to get a drink before they go club¬ 
bing,” said Green of the younger 
men now calling Twin Peaks 
home. “We want to add to it.” 

Along with turning on the 
rainbow arrows, the men plan to 
replace the neon martini glass 
which used to adorn the sign 
above the bar’s entrance. 

About five years ago, “A drag 
queen with a huge headdress on 
Pink Saturday knocked it off the 
sign,” recalled Green. 

The men also plan to re-up- 
holster the bar’s seating, repaint 
the interior facade from its cur¬ 
rent marbleized green to a terra 
cotta with gold finish, and place 
planted urns at the entrance. 

“I want to give it a Tuscany, 
warm European look to it; dress it 
up a bit,” said Galles, who owns a 
salon, 211 Studio, downtown. 
“The faux green marbling is 
gone.” 

The art nouveau bar, saved 


from an old hotel that survived 
the 1906 earthquake will remain, 
but the new partners are upgrad¬ 
ing the bar’s wine and beer selec¬ 
tion. Other than that, things will 
stay the same at a place where the 
staff knows their clientele not just 
by drink, but name. 

“It is definitely a gay Cheers,” 
said Green. 

The bar will still sport a bal¬ 
cony seating area, a jukebox, and 
one of the best perches to cruise 
men walking down the street. 
Twin Peaks was the city’s first gay 
bar to remove its black windows 
and install clear glass so all who 
entered could be seen. 

“People were not as out then, 
they really took a chance,” said 
Green. 

Two years later, in 1974, the bar 
marked another milestone in local 
gay history. The Twin Peaks-spon- 
sored gay softball team beat the 
San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment’s team. For the 2004 season, 
the bar hopes to revive its softball 
sponsorship. 

While the bar has seen business 
drop due to a decline in tourists 
and local patrons will less money 
to spend, the new partners are op¬ 
timistic they will be able to make 
the. transition from employees to 
owners a success, so that another 
generation of gay men can call 
Twin Peaks home. 

“We want people to know what 
a jewel it is,” said Green. 

“We want people to still be able 
to sit and look out the window,” 
added his partner, Galles. 

Located at 401 Castro, Twin 
Peaks Tavern is open seven days a 
week from noon to 2 a.m. T 
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Hyt* wo gay men in Toronto tied the knot - 
' legally - on Tuesday, just hours after 
S an appeals court ruled that Canada’s 
ban on gay marriage was unconstitutional. 
Michael Leshner and Michael Stark were 
married in a small civil ceremony, after 
which they received something that same- 
sex couples in this country only dream 
about - a marriage license. 

This latest victory for gay equality once 
again occurred outside the United States, and 
on the same day that Attorney General John 
Ashcroft’s Department of Justice reversed 
course and announced that DOJ Pride, a 
group of LGBT Justice Department employ¬ 
ees, can hold its annual Pride event at the de- 
jjartment after all. Last week, it was reported 
that the department had banned the Pride 
event. Tuesday’s flip-flop was one of those ex¬ 
ercises in political parsing that Republicans 
once assailed President Clinton for when he 
engaged in it - a superficial use of words so 
that both sides could claim victory. 

Despite Ashcroft’s promise - made dur¬ 
ing his contentious 2001 confirmation hear¬ 
ings - that he “would not tolerate discrimi¬ 
nation against any employee at the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice based on sexual orientation,” 
that’s exactly what the department did when 
word came down that DOJ Pride could not 
hold its event on site. And not surprisingly, 
President Bush, who has refused to issue a 
gay Pride proclamation every year he’s been 
in office, supported the department’s deci¬ 
sion. Here’s a president who has issued more 
than 250 proclamations - according to the 
New York Times - for events like Greek In¬ 
dependence Day, Leif Erikson Day, Save Your 
Vision Week, and National Hospice Month, 
but when it comes to gays, Pride cannot be 
publicly proclaimed. Bush spokesman Scott 
McClellan babbled about how the president 
believes sexual orientation should not be 
“politicized”; it was a line straight out of po¬ 
sition papers by folks on the antigay right. 
Last year’s DOJ Pride event was attended by 


the department’s number two official, 
Deputy Attorney General Larry Thompson. 
Apparently, the Christian conservatives went 
ballistic, hence, Ashcroft’s awkward 
attempt this year to quash the party, 
despite his previous “commit¬ 
ment” to equality for all employ- , 
ees. We’re glad the department re¬ 
versed itself, but the fact remains 
that LGBT employee groups within 
the federal government have to fight for 
virtually everything, even an innocuous 
event like a Pride awards cere¬ 
mony. 

The Christian right is at the 
root of much of the homopho¬ 
bia in this country, and Republicans, for the 
most part, play right along, unwilling to stand 
up for equal rights and unable to tell these 


people that there are far more important is¬ 
sues with which they should be concerned. 

Several other countries are far ahead of 
the U.S. in the fight for equality, the Cana¬ 
dian court decision being just the latest 
example. Gays and lesbians can marry 
in the Netherlands, and gays can serve 
openly in the military in Great Britain 
and 23 other countries, including 
Canada, according to the University of 
California, Santa Barbara’s Center for 
( the Study of Sexual Minorities in 
the Military. 

Tuesday’s court decision 
puts increasing pressure on 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien’s 
government to challenge the court’s ruling 
or let the decision stand. We hope the rul¬ 
ing stands. ▼

he first time I met a gay person, I was 
18 years old. Michael Pedraza was out 
and everyone around him knew it. I 
asked, “You’re a guy who likes other guys 
and people know? You tell them?” 

Lifting his cigarette to his mouth, he 
crossed his legs, took a deep drag, and ex¬ 
haled, “Yes, girl!” 

The students gathered around the out¬ 
door courtyard of my-college dormitory 
looked at me, surprised I didn’t know such 
an existence was possible - but I hadn’t until 
that moment. That was eight years ago. 

Growing up in the small town of 
Freeport on Texas’ Gulf Coast, I remained 
completely isolated from positive images of 
the gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
community. There were no out lesbians or 
gays at my high school, there was no gay- 
straight alliance. Our commitments were 
not in the newspaper next to the neighbors’ 
engagements. 

Blanketed like much of America by the 
guilt-quilt of religion gone awry, my home¬ 
town preferred to stay silent about “homo¬ 
sexuals” - except, of course, in the hateful 
context of schoolyard slurs and amid sanc¬ 
timonious Sunday church sermons. 

Therefore, it seemed impossible for a 
“fag” (whom, we’re told, as a walking abom¬ 
ination undoubtedly would “burn in hell”) 
to live an honest, successful, fulfilling life. I 
was held captive by a complex system of ex¬ 
clusion and shame. I was forced to hide from 
myself and lie to others. But not anymore. 

That’s one of the reasons I will share my 
Pride this month - with anyone who will lis¬ 
ten. And while we’ve made tremendous 
strides in visibility in the last eight years, 
we’re not yet done. 

Just recently, Texas Governor Rick Perry 
signed what the antigay industry is calling 
the “Defense of Marriage Act.” The legisla¬ 
tion, while tacitly acknowledging commit¬ 
ted gay and lesbian partnerships exist, ex¬ 
plicitly brands our love unworthy in the eyes 


of the law and prohibits its recognition by 
the state. Perry symbolically celebrated its 
passage in a private signing ceremony, as 
Texas became the 37th state to denigrate our 
lives and our love. 

We must continue to celebrate Pride - 
with vivid colors and costumes, thriving 
with diversity and resolve - until lawmak¬ 
ers no longer celebrate repugnant legislation 
that keeps gays and lesbians marginalized, 
dissolves and prohibits our families, 
criminalizes our most intimate mo¬ 
ments, and encourages an existence 
of shame. 

We celebrate gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender Pride this 
month because we know our love 
to be as pure and giving as any¬ 
one’s, despite Texas’ dehu¬ 
manizing decrees. We are 
proud because our chil¬ 
dren are the smartest and 
cutest on the block - and ahead of the 
crowd because they’ve been raised to recog¬ 
nize and respect life’s diversity rather than 
shun and hate those unlike themselves. 

We must be proud so as not to be made 
inferior by statesmen and statutes to the 
point of invisibility and worthlessness. We 
must be proud, else closet doors remain 
locked while our brothers and sisters suffer 
in silence. 

When I finally gathered the courage to 
come out to my grandfather, one of his first 
questions was, “I am not gonna turn on my 
TV and see you prancing around in short, 
cut-off blue jeans in the middle of the street 
am I?” 

Having spent dozens of years in the same 
media bubble as myself, his perception of the 
LGBT community had been skewed and 
shaped by TV’s tendency to show the most 
provocatively clad and spirited individuals 
from our Pride celebrations, juxtaposed with 
antigay spokespersons spewing often unchal¬ 
lenged scare tactics and dogmatic ridicule. 

We proudly celebrate this month - some 
of us wearing precariously placed leather, 
some of us in shorts and a tee, some of us 


in wigs and others pushing strollers - be¬ 
cause we know far too many people are sim¬ 
ply unable to be themselves. We celebrate 
because we must. 

As we recognize Pride this month, many 
will take offense. Our opponents will at¬ 
tempt to seize the pages and airwaves to vil¬ 
ify our community. They will say our Pride 
is nothing more than a senseless public dis¬ 
play of sexuality. 

And it’s our responsibility to tell the 
truth: our Pride is about love and respect - 
loving and respecting oneself, one’s partner, 
and one’s family. Our Pride is 
about overcoming the odds of 
oppression in order to enable 
others to do the same. 

One cannot move out from 
the shadows of manufac¬ 
tured shame and legislat¬ 
ed inequality in isolation. 
Pride serves as a lifeline to 
those less fortunate still questioning and dis¬ 
covering themselves. Pride celebrations ac¬ 
knowledge our struggle and remind our en¬ 
emies that we refuse to sit idly while well- 
funded ideologues attempt to strip us of our 
humanity. 

I will share my Pride - and encourage you 
to do the same - because our stories are most 
powerful and effective when they are told. 

Michael Pedraza’s Pride helped lift the 
veil of oppression I’d lived behind for so 
long. This month, and everyday, I am proud 
to do the same for others. 

The gay rights movement has progressed 
significantly since the Stonewall riots of 
1969, but the forces that conspire to keep us 
from participating fully in our country are 
alive and well still today. To compete, Pride 
must thrive. Now’s your chance. ▼

Smoking in the gay community 

In light of the study published in the June issue of 
the American Journal of Public Health, it’s time for the 
long overdue dialogue about smoking in the gay and 
lesbian community [“Study: Tobacco company took 
advantage of gays,” June 5J. There are many people 
within our community, myself included, who suffer 
from illnesses brought on by exposure to secondhand 
smoke. Each time I see a new doctor who asks me how 
many packs a day I smoked, I am outraged. I have 
never smoked a cigarette in my life, but my choice as 
a gay man was between socializing in smoke or stay¬ 
ing home. I am 54 years old and have known that sec¬ 
ondhand smoke was the cause of my illnesses since 
the age of 17. After watching my partner, Rob, strug¬ 
gle with secondhand smoke during his AIDS-related 
illness, I decided to dedicate my life to fighting the to¬ 
bacco pandemic. In the eight years since his death I 
have lost my 41-year-old niece, an uncle, and my fa¬ 
ther all to lung cancer within a 13-month period. 
Since my father’s death I have dedicated much of my 
free time to searching the secret tobacco industry doc¬ 
uments to try to find some resolution. 

In San Francisco and California most people as¬ 
sume the issue of smoking in public places has been 
resolved. The truth is, many other places are passing 
more comprehensive legislation that addresses issues 
we sweep under the carpet. The answer to the prob¬ 
lem of nicotine addiction is to get the general public 
to stop being enablers to smokers. This means we have 
to always consider the right to breathe clean air more 
important than the need to satisfy an addiction. 
Mother Jones magazine listed the mayor of San Fran¬ 
cisco as “the recipient of more tobacco money than 
any other politician in the country.” It is not surpris¬ 
ing then that the San Francisco Department of Pub¬ 
lic Heath has been instructed to interpret the Califor¬ 
nia smokefree law in a way that favors the tobacco in¬ 
dustry and smokers while continuing to expose the 
public to secondhand smoke. Every year more bars re¬ 
move the facades of their businesses to allow them to 
place ashtrays on the tables once again. To persons 
with respiratory disease it doesn’t matter if smokers 
are inside or outside, the effect of exposure can be 
dangerous. The core of smoke from a cigarette travels 
three yards before it even begins to break up. The En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency has classified second¬ 
hand smoke as a Class A carcinogen, which means 
there is no acceptable level of human exposure.

Perhaps it is time 
for the gay community to use its expertise in dealing 
with dangerous diseases and take the lead in the strug¬ 
gle to end the cause of more deaths than AIDS and 
gay bashing combined. The tobacco industry has 
never been a friend of the gay community. You are just 
another expendable minority in their quest for prof¬ 
it from death.

Helping those who need it 

I am writing this letter to bring more attention to 
quickly disappearing resources that are available to 
our community. This community, which is made up 
of LGBT individuals, has always been marginalized. 
But with the current Republican administration in 
Washington along with the dismal state of the econ¬ 
omy, our status and respect can only be expected to 
worsen. Here in San Francisco we have always man¬ 
aged to take care of each other even when the rest of 
the country only viewed us as freaks and degenerates. 
A place as wonderful as New Leaf could not even exist 
outside of our beautiful city. But now this wonderful 
place where many of my friends have sought help and 
received professional services that helped them to 
change their lives may have to start turning our com¬ 
munity members away or worse yet, close. 

This is due in part to the terrible state of the econ¬ 
omy that is somewhat out of most of our control. It is 
no surprise that many funding cuts will occur to 
many deserving people and agencies. But when these 
cuts do occur it is up to the agency to make these cuts 
as gentle as possible to the people who receive ser¬ 
vices. It is becoming common knowledge that this is 
not happening at New Leaf. Recently it was an¬ 
nounced that the Meeting Place, an establishment 
open for 30 years, is closing to save New Leaf money. 
However, New Leaf is not closing an elaborate, posh 
complex of offices that has nothing to do with services 
for the needy. These offices house the executive direc¬ 
tor, Joe Neisen, and staff, and seem very extravagant 
considering the state of the economy. Companies shed 
overpriced office space in tight times all of the time 
and leases can be broken, but New Leaf has chosen to 
close the Meeting Place, a lower cost space that pro¬ 
vides Services to clients and provides a place where 
groups like AA and NA - to name a couple - meet 
cheaply, while the executive staff sit in luxurious 
spaces seemingly immune to the world outside. 

Recently at an agency in the East Bay, after receiv¬ 
ing the same type of budget cuts, the director took a 
voluntary 25 percent pay cut to help his clients not to 
lose any more of the services that they were receiving. 
However, no such statement has come from the New 
Leaf upper staff. It has been learned that this same ex¬ 
ecutive staff has asked the clinical staff to voluntarily 
give back some wages but have set no such example 
by offering some of their high salaries as a give back 
first. This sounds like the recent American Airlines 
issue, where upper management was asking unions to 
give back wages while secretly giving themselves a 
raise in pension and other benefits. Those American 
Airlines executives have now been relieved of their 
jobs, being replaced with people who understand 
compassion that should accompany cost cutting mea¬ 
sures. Maybe the New Leaf administration has for¬ 
gotten that they are nonprofit and if they don’t like 
small offices and similar wages, they should look for 
work in the business world. In these tough times we 
need leaders who remember our struggle and that it is 
not over. Selfish interests need to be put aside, and we 
must continue to help those who need help.

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Gephardt’s lesbian 
daughter in campaign role

epresentative Richard 
Gephardt of Missouri, one 
of the leading Democrats 
seeking his party’s presidential 
nomination next year, said recent¬ 
ly that he “is very proud” of his 
lesbian daughter, Chrissy, and 
“very much wants her to help in 
his campaign.” 

Few have read or heard much 
from Mary Cheney since her fa¬ 
ther became vice president in Jan¬ 
uary 2001, bu,t voters and the 
American public are likely to be¬ 
come well acquainted with Chris¬ 
sy Gephardt, a 30-year-old social 
worker who is about to take a po¬ 
sition in her father’s campaign 
and who will become the first 
openly gay child of a major Amer¬ 
ican presidential contender to 
stump as an ambassador to the 
nation’s gay community. 

According to a recent story in 
the Los Angeles Times and re¬ 
ported by numerous wire 
services, Chrissy 

Gephardt, who was then 
married to a doctor, met 
a young woman, Amy 
Loder, in graduate 
school whom she 
found attractive and 
eventually fell 
in love. Howev¬ 
er, roiled by 
personal guilt 
and concerned about her famous 
father’s political career, she began 
seeing a therapist. Two years ago, 
she woke her husband in the mid¬ 
dle of the night to tell him their 
marriage was over, and why. The 
two were divorced in late 2001, 
and Ms. Gephardt still calls her 
former husband “one of her best 
friends.” 

Chrissy Gephardt and Loder 
now live in a Capitol Hill apart¬ 
ment in Washington which they 
share with a dog and two cats. A 
month after Chrissy told her hus¬ 
band that their marriage must 
end, she then told her parents. 

“Most people come out to their 
friends first and then to their fami¬ 
ly,” Ms. Gephardt told the Los Ange¬ 
les Times. “I did it the other way 
around, because I thought we 
should keep it as a family secret for 
political reasons.” However, Con¬ 
gressman Gephardt and his wife, 
Jane, immediately told their 
daughter that they loved her and 
had no intentions of hiding their af¬ 
fection nor the fact they had a les¬ 
bian daughter. Indeed, in the 2002 
Gephardt family Christmas card, 
Chrissy is pictured with her partner, 
along with the rest of the family. 

Can a liberal Democrat from 
Missouri with an openly lesbian 
daughter be elected president of 
the United States next year? Most 
political analysts feel that 
Gephardt actually raises the stakes 
for the country’s gay and lesbian 
voters by having his daughter 
helping seek support for her fa¬ 
ther from the growing politically- 
potent LGBT community, point¬ 
ing out that homosexuality is now 
so widely accepted by most Amer¬ 
ican voters that candidates who 
ignore the homosexual communi¬ 
ty do so at their own risk. 

“Gay people are now part of 
the American family,” said David 
Smith of the Human Rights 
Campaign, a bipartisan organiza¬ 
tion that works for LGBT rights. 
“Chrissy Gephardt helps us be¬ 
cause she puts a face to who we 
are and helps the country under-

stand us better,” Smith told the 
Times. 

Predictably, some conservative 
groups have derided the move by 
the Gephardt camp as another 
case of using the personal for par¬ 
tisan gains. 

The Times points out that 
some political strategists say 
Chrissy Gephardt’s gay activism 
may be a slight political 
plus for her father, 
prompting LGBT vot¬ 
ers to give his candi¬ 
dacy a second look. 
If so, however, the 
advantage would be 
a marginal one, in part 
because this year’s De¬ 
mocratic field 
of nine candi¬ 
dates is the 
most pro-gay 

in history. 

Howard Dean signed the na¬ 
tion’s first civil union law when he 
was governor of Vermont. Massa¬ 
chusetts Senator John Kerry, and 
former Illinois Senator Carol 
Moseley Braun were among the 
14 senators who voted against the 
1996 law banning gay marriages. 
Indeed, all Democratic candidates 
except Florida Senator Bob Gra¬ 
ham publicly endorse health and 
pension benefits for gay partners, 
and most support lifting the ban 
on gays serving in the military. 
Another contender, Senator John 
Edwards of North Carolina, ear¬ 
lier this year openly endorsed 
adoption by gays. 

The Times recently reported 
that the latest Gallup Poll shows 
that six in 10 Americans support 
giving same-sex couples the same 
legal rights - to visit a partner in the 
hospital, to get health coverage and 
Social Security benefits - as hetero¬ 
sexual couples. In 1982 Gallup first 
asked voters whether they consider 
homosexuality an acceptable 
“lifestyle.” Then, 34 percent said 
yes; now the figure is 54 percent. 

And in what the Gallup Poll 
calls “one of the most dramatic 
developments in the last three 
decades,” Americans are display¬ 
ing a growing willingness to say 
they would vote for a well-quali¬ 
fied woman, Jew, black, or gay 
person for president. In 1978, the 
Gallup Poll first asked voters 
whether they would support a ho¬ 
mosexual for president. Then, 26 
percent said they would; now, the 
figure is 59 percent. 

Though some national politi¬ 
cal figures (think Pennsylvania 
Senator Rick Santorum) are still 
seen as openly homophobic, even 
the Republican Bush White House 
strategists seem to understand the 
new power of gay voters, particu¬ 
larly in a close election. HRC’s 
Smith pointed out, in comments 
to the Times, that George W. 
Bush has appointed an openly gay 
ambassador to Romania, and “has 
been as neutral as he can possibly 


be” on gay issues. 

Representative Gephardt, 
meanwhile, recently told the 
Boston Globe that while he still 
does not support gay marriage, he 
does back civil unions, saying “it’s 
basic decency” and adds that they 
are more politically salable. 
Gephardt, incidentally, was a co¬ 
sponsor last year of a bill that 
would extend benefits to partners 
of gay federal employees. 

For her part, Chrissy Gephardt 
says she is looking forward to the 
political journey ahead. She is re¬ 
portedly already lobbying her fa¬ 
ther to endorse gay marriage in¬ 
stead of merely civil unions, or as 
Ms. Gephardt said, “I’d rather 
shoot for the moon and fall 
among the stars.” On other issues 
important to the gay community 
- hate crime legislation, protec¬ 
tion from job discrimination, and 
benefits for domestic partners - 
Ms. Gephardt and her liberal fa¬ 
ther are in clear accord. 

Politics and people 

Now don’t get too excited, but 
a Green Party member was re¬ 
cently elected to the Maine state 
Legislature (a $9,000 per year, 
part-time position) making him 
the second state legislator in the 
country; New Jersey Assembly- 
man Matt Ahern, elected as a De¬ 
mocrat, recently switched his 
party registration to Green. 

Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
long mentioned as a potential 
GOP candidate for governor, told 
Esquire magazine for its upcoming 
July issue: “Yes, I would love to be 
governor of California ... if the 
state needs me, and if there is no 
one I think is better, then I will 
run.” Schwarzenegger, 55, said he 
would decide whether to run after 
the July 2 release of Terminator 3: 
Rise of the Machines, and would 
run only if it becomes clear the ef¬ 
fort to recall Governor Gray Davis 
actually qualifies for the ballot. 
Guvnor Ah-nold? Give me a break. 

Denver voters last week elected 
Democrat John Hickenlooper, a 
pro-gay proprietor of eight restau¬ 
rants, as the mayor of the nations 
25th largest city. 

Congratulations and thanks 
for the hard work that Assembly- 
members Jackie Goldberg (D- 
Los Angeles), Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco), and Christine Kehoe 
(D-San Diego) did in getting 
Goldberg’s AB205 passed last 
week in Sacramento. The bill 
cleared the Assembly 41-29 and 
now goes to the state Senate. It as¬ 
sures that same-sex partners 
would enjoy many of the same 
rights and responsibilities of mar¬ 
riage and represents a major coup 
for gay rights activists who have 
battled for years to increase recog¬ 
nition for more than 18,000 same- 
sex couples registered with the 
state as domestic partners. The 
bill’s passage landed Leno on two 
national TV shows on the same 
day; Leno appeared on MSNBC’s 
Crossfire with Pat Buchanan and 
Bill Press as well as on Fox’s Han- 
nity & Colmes program last Fri¬ 
day; the guy is a natural. 

There was a huge crowd at Ka- 
mala Harris’s kick-off rally Sat¬ 
urday at the Women’s Building for 
her campaign for district attorney; 
she will make a great one. 

Back in the city: State Senator 
John Burton (D-San Francisco) 
might not like those billboards 
paid for by the San Francisco Hotel

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Earning your stripes

ear me out: 1 want to pro- 
11 ft pose a radical idea. 
m 8 Unless you have been 
living in a cave for the last couple 
of decades, then you are familiar 
with the rainbow flag. Indeed, this 
series of six stripes is celebrating 
its 25th anniversary this year. 
When Gilbert Baker first put the 
rainbow flag out there, however, it 
had two additional stripes: hot 
pink above the red, and turquoise 
between the green and blue. 

Within a year of the flag’s in¬ 
troduction, these two colors were 
dropped from the flag, due to lack 
of commercially viable inks and 
an attempt to keep the number of 
colors even. Never mind the pos¬ 
sibility of some great in-jokes 
about the flag’s color’s being 
“odd.” But I digress. 

In the early years of the gay 
rights movement, there was at 
least some involvement from indi¬ 
viduals one would now call 
“transgender.” There has been a 
lot of debate about just how much 
of a trans presence there was dur¬ 
ing those early struggles, but there 
can be little doubt that there was 
at least some obvious involve¬ 
ment - whether it was the 
courageous personal acts of 
Sylvia Rivera and Marsha P. 
Johnson at Stonewall, or 
just the struggles of a 
handful of ground 
breaking trans¬ 
rights organiza¬ 
tions in the 
1970s. 

Then something changed. By 
the mid-1970s, the idea of the 
movement as being a place where 
one was free to be what they want¬ 
ed to be was out, replaced with a 
desire to be “normative.” The 
move to be seen as “just like them” 
was on, and this led to a purge of 
trans presentation in all forms - 
from “spit drag” on up - within 
gay rights circles. Transgenderism 
was simply “too different” to be a 
part of this push for normalcy. 

It wasn’t all about being nor¬ 
mative though. In the lesbian 
movement, many resented the 
presence of transsexual women, 
purging organizations of 
transwomen, and setting policies 
against the presence of same. In a 
time that even butch and femme 
identities were viewed with suspi¬ 
cion, transsexuality was simply 
not to be tolerated. 

It was a year after the rainbow 
flag was designed that Janice Ray¬ 
mond’s book The Transsexual Em¬ 
pire came out, a text that is widely 
viewed as having been the final 
nail in the coffin of trans unity in 
the nascent gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity. Raymond’s book gave 
voice to anger that was simmering 
for a decade before, and whose 
remnants can be still seen today in 
events like the Michigan Womyn’s 


Music Festival. 

Transgenderism was out, dis¬ 
carded like those two colors. 

When the flag was introduced, 
all the colors had a meaning be¬ 
hind them: green for nature, violet 
for spirit, and so on. Hot pink 
and turquoise were for sex 
and art, respectively. 

I can’t help but notice 
that pink and blue are 
also often used for anoth¬ 
er common description: 
woman and man. Now we 
get to the radi¬ 
cal idea I men¬ 
tioned earlier. 

In some no¬ 
table places in our. community, 
transgender is still seen - at best - 
as the red-headed stepchild of the 
modern LGBT movement. That 
said, “transgender” has become 
more and more a part of the 
movement as a whole, with a 
strong visible transgender pres¬ 
ence at Pride events and in many 
of our local and national organi¬ 
zations. Transgender has moved 
beyond some vague concept that 
was slowly being tacked onto the 
tail end of most organizational 
names and has now become a 
fast-growing and dynamic part of 
the overall movement. 

I suggest that this be recog¬ 
nized. Everyone can have their 
stripes of red, orange, yellow, 
green, blue, and even violet. Divvy 
them up as you see fit, I don’t 
mind. Just give us those two 
stripes. Heck, I’d even be willing to 
pass one of those two onto the bi¬ 
sexual community. After all, then 
I’d still be able to claim ’em both. 

Of course, I do understand 
that one is always welcome to have 
another banner if our 25-year-old 
standard feels a little less than in¬ 
clusive. There are flags for the 
leather community, for the bears, 
for the bisexuals, and for PWAs. 
There is even a “str8 pride” flag, 
consisting of black and white 


stripes. 

I should also mention that 
there is even a transgender pride 
flag, which - coincidentally or not 
- is mainly in pink and blue. I’ll 
bet you’ll be hard-pressed to find 
one of these within the local com¬ 
munity, however, as I only know 
of a handful of such flags existing 
in this country. I’m the caretaker 
of one of these rare banners. 

Now the fine purveyors of 
rainbow-colored novelties will not 
take to such a noble concept, but I 
would suggest that our rainbow 
flag reclaim its missing colors, and 
be an eight-hued banner once 
again. 

Of course, I even have a more 
radical notion up my sleeve, 
something beyond a mere sym¬ 
bolic act. For those who already 
fight for our community, keep up 
the struggle, and take a good long 
look to see if you truly do view 
your work for trans rights to be on 
an equal footing with the rest of 
your good deedr. 

Further, if you are part of an 
organization that doesn’t work on 
behalf of transgenders, or if you 
simply pay lip service to the com¬ 
munity - then it’s time to evolve 
into a true voice for everyone’s 
human rights. 

Wouldn’t that be radical? 
Rather than just viewing those 
stripes as some vague symbol - 
even if you only look at the six 
that are accepted today - think of 
how you can embrace the notion 
of true diversity, and expand to in¬ 
clude the whole community. 

Consider it a way to show that 
we do indeed include all our com¬ 
munity under one flag. ▼

Pride Idol finalists 


P reliminary rounds of the 
Pride Committee's first 
"Pride Idol" contest are 
over and the finalists, most of 
whom are shown at the semifi¬ 
nals held June 4 at Harvey's, will 
compete for the top prize of 
$1,000 and a prime spot on 
Pride's main stage. The final 
competition takes place Thurs¬ 
day, June 19 at Club Mezzanine, 
444 Jessie Street, between 7-10 
p.m.

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Will marriage victory bring backlash? 


It’s a sure bet, however, that 
some gay couples married in 
Massachusetts will eventually try 
to have their unions recognized in 
other states. Moreover, a marriage 
victory in Massachusetts would 
pack more symbolic punch than 
the civil union victory in Ver¬ 
mont, a state with a less promi¬ 
nent place in the culture and his¬ 
tory of the nation. It would liter¬ 
ally put the fear of God in the op¬ 
ponents of gay marriage. 

So if ever a state court decision 
could generate serious momen¬ 
tum for a constitutional amend¬ 
ment, this is the one. If adopted, 
such an amendment would set 
back the movement for gay mar¬ 
riage by perhaps 50 years, since it 
would take an extraordinary con¬ 
sensus supporting same-sex mar¬ 
riage to reverse it. Only one con¬ 
stitutional amendment - the one 
authorizing Prohibition - has ever 
been repealed. 

On the whole, I think it’s un¬ 
likely a Massachusetts marriage 
victory by itself would generate a 
constitutional amendment. It 


would probably take a pro-gay 
marriage ruling there plus another 
ruling from federal courts requir¬ 
ing that other states must recognize 
such marriages before a constitu¬ 
tional amendment would pass. 

An advantage of our federal 
system is that it allows states to ex¬ 
periment with social change be¬ 
fore the entire country adopts the 
change. If gay marriage becomes 
reality somewhere, and the sky 
doesn’t fall, opposition to gay 
marriage may recede. The time- 
consuming nature of the constitu¬ 
tional amendment process may 
buy us enough time to ease fears. 

But be on guard. With every 
gay-rights victory forced on un¬ 
willing democracies by courts, we 
come closer to the mother of all 
backlashes. ▼

his could be a historic sum¬ 
mer for gay rights. With all 
eyes focused on the coming 
U.S. Supreme Court sodomy deci¬ 
sion, an even more significant 
court ruling may also soon arrive. 
The Massachusetts Supreme 
Court is expected to rule by mid- 
July in a case called Goodridge v. 
Department of Public Health , 
which challenges the state’s law 
limiting marriage to opposite-sex 
couples. Many legal experts put 
our chances in Massachusetts at 
50-50 or better. So it’s time to ask: 
if we finally get gay marriage in 
one state, will we face a huge back¬ 
lash that makes our “victory” a 
Pyrrhic one? 

As I argued in this space a 
month ago (“Will Supreme Court 
victory bring backlash?”, Out- 
Right, May 15), it’s unlikely we’ll 
face a ferocious reaction if the U.S. 
Supreme Court declares antigay 
sodomy laws unconstitutional. 
Only four states criminalize gay 
sex alone, leaving 46 states that 
don’t. 

By contrast, no state currently 
sanctions gay marriages, though 
Vermont recognizes same-sex civil 
unions. (Vermont’s civil unions 
have not proved portable to other 
states.) The 1996 Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act, signed by Adulterer-in- 
Chief Bill Clinton, barred federal 
recognition of same-sex marriages 
and purported to free states to 
refuse to recognize them, too. 
Thirty-seven states have since 
passed their own “little DOMA” 


laws explicitly barring recognition 
of same-sex marriages performed 
in another state. Polls show com¬ 
fortable (but declining) majorities 
opposing gay marriage in most 
states; in every state where the 
issue has been placed on a ballot, 
we’ve lost by huge margins. 

While a ruling for gays on 
sodomy laws would be consis¬ 
tent with a dominant na¬ 
tional view about sexual 
privacy, a ruling for gays 
on marriage would 
swim against a strong nation¬ 
al current about the defini¬ 
tion of marriage. 

What form might 
a marriage backlash 
take? The creativity of 
gay-rights opponents knows few 
bounds, so it’s hard to say. At a 
minimum, the remaining 13 states 
that haven’t yet adopted their own 
DOMAs would be pressured to do 
so. 

The more dangerous and po¬ 
tentially more far-reaching reac¬ 
tion might come in the form of a 
constitutional amendment to ban 
gay marriage altogether. Such an 
amendment, which would create 
a federal definition of marriage, 
has already been proposedTIt has 
little support because Congress 
has so far seen no need for it. A 
state’s recognition of full-fledged 
gay marriage, however, could 
change that. 

Fortunately, the constitutional 
amendment process is by design 
notoriously difficult. Amend¬ 
ments must first be approved by a 
two-thirds majority in each house 
of Congress. They must then be 


approved by three-fourths of the 
states (38 of 50, one more than 
have so far passed little DOMAs). 

Though thousands of amend¬ 
ments have been proposed in the 
past two centuries on every con¬ 
ceivable subject, only 27 have been 
adopted. Ten of those came in one 
swoop as the Bill of Rights and 
three came in the immediate 
aftermath of the Civil 
War. So outside of those 
two transformative his¬ 
torical periods, only 14 
amendments have passed. 
That’s about one every quar¬ 
ter-century. In our 
entire history, only 
four court decisions 
have been overruled 
by an explicit amendment. None 
of those were state court deci¬ 
sions. All this augurs well. 

The stakes on this issue are un¬ 
usually large, however. Gay mar¬ 
riage is now seen as the Holy Grail 
by both gay and antigay activists, 
the thing for which everything 
else seems like just a prelude. It’s 
“the mother of all cultural bat¬ 
tles,” as one conservative com¬ 
mentator recently put it. Even the 
tussle over antigay sodomy laws, 
which are in themselves a more 
radical affront to equal gay citi¬ 
zenship, is being treated by the re¬ 
ligious right as a rehearsal for the 
fight over gay marriage. 

A victory in Massachusetts 
would not mean that every state 
must immediately recognize gay 
marriages, of course. So it could 
be that the political and legal con¬ 
sequences in the short term would 
be confined to that state.

A passerby 
quickly intervened and called 911. 
The assailant, described as 40-45 
years old, 5 feet 1 inches tall, 120 
pounds, and wearing a red ban¬ 
danna, was last seen running out 
of the plaza in an unknown direc¬ 
tion. Responding police, who were 



familiar with the suspect, could 
not locate her, but filed a restrain¬ 
ing order asking for her to be 
barred from the Castro and Upper 
Market neighborhood.

Appeals court OKs Smith's 
release; Davis halts it again

! n a judicial slap in the face for 

Governor Gray Davis, an ap- 
1 peals court ruled last week that 
the governor was out of line for 
blocking the parole of Mark Smith, 
47, a gay prisoner who is suffering 
from several life-threatening dis¬ 
eases. Shortly after the ruling, Davis 
promised to appeal the decision, 
forcing Smith to remain locked up. 

“The governor is showing his ex¬ 
treme inhumanity and inability to 
read a trial transcript by keeping 
Mark in prison,” said Judy 
Greenspan of California Prison 
Focus. Greenspan has been involved 
with Smith’s case for eight years. 

On Thursday, June 5, the Second 
District Court of Appeal in Los An¬ 
geles, in a 2-1 vote, upheld a lower 
court ruling that ordered Smith’s re¬ 
lease. In its 25-page ruling, the ap¬ 
peals court was sharply critical of 
the governor noting that a “review 
of the record reveals no evidence to 
support the governor’s decision.” 

Three years ago, the Board of 
Prison Terms, which only ap¬ 
proves parole for about 1 percent 
of eligible candidates, ordered 
Smith freed but Davis blocked the 
release, writing in a veto message 
that Smith was “a person with lit¬ 
tle regard for human life.” 

“It’s the governor’s position 
that Mr. Smith poses an unrea¬ 
sonable danger to society,” Davis 
spokesman Russ Lopez told the 
Bay Area Reporter this week. 
“We’re not trying to be heartless.” 

Smith was convicted of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder for a 1985 
killing in Los Angeles County. Ac¬ 
cording to court records, Smith 
and another man, Kevin Leigh, got 
into a dispute with the victim, 
Rick Diamonon, over cocaine. 
Both men blamed each other for 
the killing. Diamonon was shot 
and drowned. When the two men 
were seen just after the killing, wit¬ 
nesses said that Leigh’s clothes 
were wet while Smith’s were dry. 
The judge who found Smith guilty 
now strongly supports his parole 
and wrote that he believes that 
Leigh killed Diamonon. 


“To call Mark dangerous and 
culpable for a murder he didn’t 
commit is vindictive and self-serv¬ 
ing and not even [his original trial 
judge] agrees with that,” 
Greenspan said. 

After Davis blocked Smith’s 
BPT-ordered release in 2000, 
Smith’s lawyers appealed the deci¬ 
sion to the courts arguing that 
Davis had no valid reason to block 
parole and that the governor has a 
virtual blanket policy against pa¬ 
role. Davis once vowed to block 
the parole of all convicted killers 
and since taking office has only al¬ 
lowed for parole in five cases. 

“The governor has a very 
strong record on public safety,” 
Lopez noted. “He’s always believed 
that when someone takes another 
v sacred human life, the person who 
takes that life has to pay a price.” 

Last year, a Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Superior Court judge agreed 
with Smith’s attorneys and or¬ 
dered his immediate release. Davis 
appealed and was granted a stay of 
release pending a higher court de¬ 
cision. Despite last week’s appeals 
court ruling, Smith will likely re¬ 
main locked up until the gover¬ 
nor’s appeals are exhausted. 

In a three-page dissenting 
opinion, Second District Court of 
Appeal Justice Rueben Ortega 
wrote: “The governor’s version of 
the facts is a more accurate inter¬ 
pretation of the evidence. At the 
very least, the convictions [of 
Smith and Leigh] mean Smith 
aided and abetted the gruesome 
events. That means the governor 
is justified in concluding that 
Smith is as responsible as Leigh 
for beating, shooting, robbing, 
and drowning [the victim]. The 
majority’s conclusion that ‘no’ ev¬ 
idence supports the governor on 
this point ignores the Penal Code’s 
provision that ‘all persons con¬ 
cerned in the commission of a 
crime ... are principals in any 
crime so committed.”” 

Over the past nine years in 
prison, Smith has been battling 
AIDS, heart disease, cancer, and 
Parkinson’s disease. Smith told the 
B.A.R. that he’s determined to die 
free. Y

H ere’s a riddle,” openly gay 
Assemblyman Mark Leno 
(D-San Francisco) offered 
to a crowd gathered at the 
Women’s Building on Saturday, 
June 7. “What do Mayor Willie 
Brown, Supervisor Aaron Peskin, 
Assemblyman Mark Leno, and 
Harry Britt have in common?” 

The answer, shouted by the 
hundreds in attendance, was “Ka¬ 
mala,” and the more meaningful 
punch line was that in a city often 
divided by politics, one candidate 
for the district attorney’s race has 
managed to unite diverse popula¬ 
tions. 

That was a prominent message 
as Kamala Harris kicked off her 
campaign to a high-energy cele¬ 
bration that included perfor¬ 
mances by the Larry Jazz Band, 
the Top Notch Steppers, and a tra¬ 
ditional Chinese dragon dance. 
Supporters in attendance includ¬ 
ed Leno; Supervisors Peskin, 
Fiona Ma, and Sophie Maxwell; 
and a host of others representing 
various ethnic and cultural com¬ 
munities; LGBT activists and ad¬ 
vocates; and legal, religious, and 
government leaders. 

“I hope you’re looking 
around,” noted Leno, “and really 
taking in the beauty of this room. 
The diversity of this room is the 
diversity of San Francisco.” 

Harris, 38, is a veteran prose¬ 
cutor with 13 years of courtroom 
experience who has served as a 
deputy district attorney in San 
Francisco and Alameda County. 
She is currently a San Francisco 
deputy city attorney under City 
Attorney Dennis Herrera, and 
chief of the department’s commu¬ 
nity and neighborhood division, 
where she has spearheaded a task 
force on teenage prostitution. 

As co-chair of the Lawyers’ 
Committee for Civil Rights, pres¬ 
ident of the board of directors of 
Partners Ending Domestic Abuse, 
founder of a San Francisco Muse¬ 
um of Modern Art youth mentor¬ 
ing program, and recipient of an 
award recognizing her work to se¬ 
cure gay couples’ equal adoption 
rights, it is evident why her career 
achievements appeal to such a 
broad base of voters. 

But even more important than 
the demographic makeup of her 
supporters is what all these groups 
have in common: a desire for 
change in the district attorney’s 
office that has yet to be fulfilled, as 
Harris put it, by the last two races 
in which “one guy represents one 
extreme, and the other guy repre¬ 
sents the other.” 

Harris, like past and present 
D.A. candidate Bill Fazio - de¬ 
scribed by some as a man with a 
“lock ’em up” mentality - wants 
to replace incumbent D.A. Terence 
Hallinan when his current term 
ends in January. Aside from Halli- 
nan’s lowest serious crime convic¬ 
tion rate in the state - at 36 per¬ 
cent - Harris takes issue with Hal- 
linan’s ethics, and what she has 
called a lack of professionalism, as 
well as a politically-motivated soft 
stance on crimes. 

“I don’t believe it is compas¬ 
sionate,” said Harris, “to ignore 
quality of life crimes - for those 
who commit them, or those who 
suffer from them.” 

Harris pledged more drug 
treatment for crimes in which 
substance abuse is a factor; a com¬ 
munity-wide alliance to stop gang 
violence, including better witness 
protection programs; and reinvig-

j|% o the religious figures are 
primarily drag nuns, and 

I many of the guests are likely 
to be adorned in leather and rain¬ 
bows. The annual San Francisco 
Pride domestic partnership cere¬ 
mony set for Saturday, June 28 still 
has all the elements of traditional 
dreams. 

Held on the Pride main stage 
in front of San Francisco’s City 
Hall, the mass ceremony later this 
month is open to all LGBT cou¬ 
ples who wish to publicly recog¬ 
nize their commitment. The event 
features music by the San Francis¬ 
co Gay Men’s Chorus, a blessing 
offered by the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence, free domestic part¬ 
nership registration at the state 
level, and a champagne reception. 

The ceremony is led annually 
by Carole Migden, the former as¬ 
semblywoman who authored Cal¬ 


ifornia’s landmark domestic part¬ 
nership law who now serves as 
chair of the state Board of Equal¬ 
ization, where her groundbreak¬ 
ing tax rules for domestic partners 
are up for final approval next 
month. Rules 462.240 and 
462.040 seek to change property 
tax rules that will prevent proper¬ 
ty tax increases on the transfer of 
domestic partners’ real property 
when one of the partners dies. 

The domestic partner ceremo¬ 
ny usually attracts dozens of cou¬ 
ples/from the Bay Area and be¬ 
yond. 

This year’s ceremony takes on 
special importance, noted 
Migden, as the community will 
advocate for smooth passage of 
the tax laws as well as expanded 
domestic partnership protections 
pending in the state Legislature. 

“Every time we do the ceremo¬ 
ny,” said Migden, “we are remind¬ 
ed about the steps we need to take 
to get our rights.” 


Migden will be joined on stage 
by several San Francisco mayoral 
candidates, including the openly 
gay Supervisor Tom Ammiano; 
out lesbian city Treasurer Susan 
Leal; former Supervisor Angela 
Alioto, and Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom, all of whom will offer 
their support for LGBT equality. 

Participants should arrive on 
Saturday, June 28 at noon to regis¬ 
ter with the notaries and assemble 
for the ceremony, which starts at 
1:05 p.m. Each member of the 
couple need only bring identifica¬ 
tion with a photograph; forms 
and notaries will be provided free 
of charge. Couples will also be al¬ 
lowed to bring two guests to the 
reception, which immediately fol¬ 
lows the ceremony in the media 
tent next to the stage. 

Interested couples are asked to 
RSVP to Migden’s office by Friday, 
June 20; call (415) 552-5214. Addi¬ 
tionally, volunteer notaries are still 
needed to donate their time. ▼

orated programs for at-risk youth. 
She pledged full prosecution of 
domestic violence cases, which ac¬ 
count for half of all women who 
are killed in San Francisco. She in¬ 
tends to set up neighborhood 
crime councils and community 
courts, and to form partnerships 
with organizations to ensure that 
while there are consequences for 
crimes, there are also initiatives to 
stop the causes of those crimes. 
She wants police officers to be a 
neighborhood presence, but a 
force that gives respect as well as 
receives it. And she plans to im¬ 
plement 24-hour on-call district 
attorneys for homicide cases as 
well as round-the-clock search 
warrant services for police. 

“You have told me there are 
gangs in the Mission. That there is 
an unacceptable number of young 
men being killed in the Bayview. 
That you want to walk the streets 


and feel safe, and secure, and 
proud,” said Harris to frequent ap¬ 
plause. “You have said you will 
have faith in the system as long as 
you know it is just.” 

* Emphasizing- the grassroots 
nature of the campaign, Harris 
called for her supporters to collec¬ 
tively assert that it is time for 
“today’s voice for justice - which 
is all of us.” 

Community voices 

Speakers at Harris’s kickoff 
praised the candidate for her vi¬ 
sion as well as experience. 

The Reverend Dr. James Mc¬ 
Cray Jr. called for a “new spirit” in 
the office of district attorney, and 
remarked, “Wherever people of 
diverse backgrounds gather to¬ 
gether, there is power.” 

John Hanley, president of the 
San Francisco Firefighters Local 
798, called Harris “tough, fair, and 
equal.” 

Sonia Melara, of the Latino Po¬ 
litical Action Committee, said that 
change is needed with regard to 


“victimless crimes” because, “for 
every victimless crime, there is a 
victim.” 

■ Leno said that Harris’s “razor 
sharp intellect” serves her well as 
a tough prosecuting attorney, as 
does her “enormous heart... she is 
so invested in her clients.” 

And Dr. Shyamala Harris, Ka- 
mala’s mother, who raised her 
daughter in the midst of civil 
rights marches, remembered a 
moment when she bent down to 
ask her fussy baby, “What do you 
want,” and the' 1 -year-old replied, 
“Freedom!” 

If elected in November, Harris 
will be the first woman and first 
African American to hold the of¬ 
fice of district attorney. 

At Saturday’s kickoff, Harris 
thanked her mother for instilling 
in her a highly-valued belief, 
“never to settle for mediocrity ... 
as there’s simply no time.” ▼

good on all local Bay Area donors’ 
gifts” that were made through 
PipeVine. 

Wilson said UWBA is cooper¬ 
ating with the attorney general’s 
investigation and other PipeVine 
customers. 

“We’re still, awaiting further in¬ 
formation,” Wilson said. 

PipeVine, which used to be a 
subsidiary of UWBA’s, became an 
independent nonprofit on July 1, 
2000, Wilson said. 

For every dollar donated to 
UWBA, Wilson said that 86 cents 
goes to the community and 14 
cents goes to United Way; 
PipeVine collected approximately 
5 percent of that 14 cents for its 
fees, Wilson explained. 

The B.A.R. spoke with leaders 
of several LGBT and AIDS non¬ 
profits. All expressed concern 
about the problem and some re¬ 
ceive significant portions of their 


agency budgets from UWBA 
workplace giving. The leaders also 
expressed confidence in UWBA’s 
handling of the problem, particu¬ 
larly its pledge to make good on 
donations that PipeVine had not 
distributed at the time of its 
demise. 

At Project Open Hand, which 
provides meals and groceries to 
people living with AIDS as well as 
others who are homebound or 
critically ill, Executive Director 
Tom Nolan said the agency re¬ 
ceived more than $460,000 since 
1996 from PipeVine. During the 
last two years, Project Open Hand 
received an average of $95,000 an¬ 
nually through the 

PipeVine/UWBA program. 

“We actively promote work¬ 
place donor giving,” Nolan told 
the B.A.R. “The sad thing about 
this is anything that puts doubt in 
donors’ minds hurts us all. There’s 
a general notion that the money is 
not going where it’s supposed to.” 

Nolan said his agency has not 
yet spoken with UWBA officials, 


but said he is confident in Wilson’s 
pledge for UWBA to make good 
on any outstanding donations. 

One problem with PipeVine 
when it was in operation, Nolan 
said, was that based on the infor¬ 
mation provided to the agency, 
Project Open Hand was not able 
to verify whether it received the 
donor’s full pledge amount, in¬ 
stead having to rely on PipeVine 
to accurately report the correct 
pledge. Nolan said he hopes that 
changes if a new vendor is select¬ 
ed or if UWBA takes over 
PipeVine’s collection and fund 
distribution operations. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation received $130,000 through 
UWBA workplace donations last 
year, according to spokesman 
Redge Norton. He said SFAF has 
put calls in to UWBA. 

“We feel encouraged,” Norton 
told the B.A.R. last week, before 
hundreds of bicyclists left San 
Francisco en route to Los Angeles 
for the second annual AIDS/Life-

AGUILAS campaign 
targets gay, bi Latinos

t’s long been known that 
members of the many differ¬ 
ent gay and bisexual commu¬ 
nities respond most to prevention 
and well-being messages that 
speak to their specific cultural 
backgrounds. 

In order to open a dialogue 
and encourage healthy behavior 
among Latinos, the gay and bisex¬ 
ual nonprofit AGUILAS has 
launched an advertising campaign 
within and outside of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Muni vehicles. The cam¬ 
paign also serves to educate the 
broader community about issues 
facing gays and Latinos. 

The result of intensive focus 
groups, the ads take into account 
the particularly strong familial 
bond of many Latino cultures, as 
well as the reception that many 
Latinos receive within white, 
mainstream gay culture. The cam¬ 
paign is intended, said AGUILAS 
Executive Director Eduardo 
Morales, Ph.D., to be a first step to 
identifying and removing the ob¬ 
stacles to reducing HIV and sexu¬ 
ally transmitted diseases. 

The campaign is being funded 
by the San Francisco Department 
of Public Health, though 
AGUILAS did not have specific 
cost figures, citing the ongoing na¬ 
ture of the campaign. 

“For the first campaign we 
wanted to take what people felt 
were basic and important first 
steps, in order to derive some of 
the issues that could be barriers to 


STD and HIV prevention,” said 
Morales. 

Some of those issues, like com¬ 
ing out, tend to be universal. But 
there are certain feelings and be¬ 
liefs that tend to be more particu¬ 
lar to Latinos, said Morales, in¬ 
cluding feelings of isolation, 
which in part comes from the dif¬ 
ficulty of trying to merge two cul¬ 
tural identities. 

“What prevents some Latino 
gay and bisexual men from partic¬ 
ipating in HIV prevention pro¬ 
grams? How Latino guys often re¬ 
late to guys of other ethnicities - 
particularly white guys - can be a 
stressor,” said Morales. “Many 
Latinos are objectified as sex ob¬ 
jects within the broader gay com¬ 
munity. There is also a power dy¬ 
namic there in terms of those rela¬ 
tionships. And when they enter a 
program with a more, generic gay 
population they may find them¬ 
selves reluctant to open up about 
managing the conflicts that arise 
from being Latino and different.” 

The advertisements - which 
began, running on June 9 as four 
separate posters - identify a few 
main points, such as family ties, 
the need for community, and dis¬ 
crimination. Focus group research 
produced the following social 
marketing ad slogans: 

• “I don’t want to hurt my fam¬ 
ily. That makes talking about the 
truth so hard.” 

• “See me for who I am. You de¬ 
serve to be accepted.” 

• “Important days start like any 
other. Today I accepted myself, 
learned something, had fun. I feel 


fine.” 

• “Because I love my friends 
and family I can’t risk my health.” 

Additionally, the advertise¬ 
ments feature the real pictures of 
focus group participants, who 
strongly believed that the cam¬ 
paign should portray real people 
in everyday situations as opposed 
to sexually loaded images. 

“The guys were so excited 
about the Campaign,” said 
Morales, “they ran home and went 
through their photo albums.” 

On the downside, noted 
AGUILAS officials, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
has decided to no longer directly 
fund HIV prevention programs 
except for HIV-positive people 
and their partners. 

“This is at a time when the 
HIV/AIDS epidemic continues to 
increase among minority commu¬ 
nities, and when local and state 
governments are also reducing 
funding for HIV/AIDS,” said an 
AGUILAS statement. 

AGUILAS plans community 
meetings to discuss and strategize 
around the impact of the CDC 
decision. 

In the meantime, said Morales, 
AGUILAS hopes to hear from 
community members about their 
reaction to the ad campaign. 

“It will be good to know how 
to evaluate this campaign,” said 
Morales; “We’d like to hear how 
people have responded.” T

Department of Justice had been 
told that they could not hold their 
annual Pride awards ceremony at 
the department. It marked the 
first time that had happened at 
any federal agency in recent his¬ 
tory. 

Marina Colby, president of 
DOJ Pride, said she “received a 
letter at the end of May from the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
office saying that there would be 
no Pride event, and I need to talk 
with them.” 

Because there was no presi¬ 
dential proclamation declaring 
gay Pride, and none from Attor¬ 
ney General John Ashcroft, 
Ashcroft’s office had ruled that 
the event could not take place at 
the department. 

“I’m really surprised that it 
was canceled because we had 


been working with the EEO staff, 
we have already selected the an¬ 
nual award recipients and the 
date was confirmed. And then to 
get this decision was a real shock,” 
said Colby before the reversal. 

She noted that the event has 
taken place for five years, weath¬ 
ering the transition to the Bush 
administration. Last year Deputy 
Attorney General Larry Thomp¬ 
son, the second in command at 
DOJ, addressed about 150 people 
at the Pride event. 

The story on the ban first ap¬ 
peared in the New York Times on 
June 6. It prompted Senator 
Frank Lautenberg (D-New Jersey) 
to send a letter to Ashcroft in¬ 
quiring of the decision and re¬ 
minding him of testimony at his 
confirmation hearing when 
Ashcroft said, “I would not toler¬ 
ate discrimination against any 
employee at the Department of 
Justice based on sexual prefer¬ 
ence.” 


The White House backed the 
department’s initial decision. 

“The president believes every¬ 
body ought to be treated with 
dignity and respect, but he does 
not believe we should be politi¬ 
cizing people’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion,” said spokesman Scott Mc¬ 
Clellan on Monday, June 9. 

“The inequality with which 
federal employees are now being 
treated is quite extraordinary,” 
said Leonard Hirsch, president of 
Federal GLOBE, the broader asso¬ 
ciation of federal GLBT employ¬ 
ees. “It appears to be driven much 
more by the personal beliefs of 
the senior administrator in the 
department” than by government 
policy. 

Hirsch found it ironic that “an 
administration that says that they 
are supposed to take the best from 
the private sector turns its back on 
its own employees,” even while the 
private sector increasingly is em¬ 
bracing gay-friendly policies. ▼

Cycle event that benefits SFAF and 
the L.A. Gay and Lesbian Center. 
“It’s on a lot of people’s radar and 
we’ll go from there.” 

Out and Equal Advocates, an 
organization that advocates for the 
LGBT community in the work¬ 
place, is a “strategic partner” of 
UWBA. Executive Director Selisse 
Berry told the B.A.R. that as a 
strategic partner, Out and Equal re¬ 
ceived seed money from UWBA 
and office space. Out and Equal will 
become a separate 501 (c)(3) non¬ 
profit effective July 1, Berry said. 

During a telephone interview, 
Berry declined to disclose Out and 
Equal’s annual budget and did not 


say how much money the group 
receives from UWBA. 

While Berry initially said the 
PipeVine fallout “will not affect 
us, because United Way and 
PipeVine are separate,” she later 
acknowledged that Out and Equal 
did receive funds through work¬ 
place giving programs that were 
likely handled by PipeVine. 

“I don’t anticipate any fallout,” 
Berry said. “United Way has com¬ 
mitted to compensate nonprofits.” 

Horizons Foundation, which is 
a philanthropic organization serv¬ 
ing the LGBT community, is also 
a strategic partner of UWBA. Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Roger Doughty 
told the B.A.R. on Monday, June 9 
that he, too, has confidence in 
UWBA’s ability to make up any 
lost revenue his agency should re¬ 


ceive due to the PipeVine scandal. 

Horizons’ annual budget is $2 
million, Doughty said. While the 
agency doesn’t actively promote 
workplace giving, as others do, 
Doughty said Horizons does go to 
employers to make presentations 
in support of workplace giving 
and UWBA’s strategic partners. 

“Most encouraging is that 
United Way appears to be doing 
everything it can to a) reassure 
contributors, and b) make sure 
donations made through 
PipeVine are honored,” Doughty 
said. 

UWBA has set up a toll-free 
number for donors to check the 
status of their gifts. That number 
is 800-273-1779.

and it is unclear if it will be re¬ 
newed. Also, with Brown leaving 
office in early January, the office’s 
future will be determined by the 
next mayor. 

In the meantime, Shriver’s ex¬ 
tended leave has prompted some to 
question the validity and need of 
having such an office at City Hall. 
AIDS activist Michael Petrelis has 
called on the supervisors to inves¬ 
tigate the office and for the mayor 
to justify his funding the position. 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter Friday, June 6, 
Shriver said he has every intention 
of returning to the job. But due to 
his continuing health problems, 
he could not be certain when he 
will return to work. 

“I am out on disability and that 
has to be respected,” said Shriver, 
who has also taken a leave as co¬ 
director of the AIDS Policy Re¬ 
search Center at UCSF. “I don’t 
owe anything other than that. I 
will be back to work when my 
doctor gives me the okay.” 

While he’s been out, Shriver said 
he has been checking his voicemail 
and e-mail to ensure messages are 
forwarded to the appropriate peo¬ 
ple. And via the Internet, he is able 
to stay abreast of the continuing di¬ 
alogue on AIDS and HIV. 

Although he would not com¬ 
ment on why no one has been ap¬ 
pointed to fill his position on a 
temporary basis, Shriver did say 
that he never expected to be gone

this long from the job. When he 
informed Brown nearly two years 
ago of his decision, Shriver said, 
“The mayor’s comment was, when 
I am better the job is there for me.” 

Brown’s spokesman, P.J. John¬ 
ston, said that no one has been 
named to replace Shriver because 
“the mayor for one doesn’t fire 
people while they are out on dis¬ 
ability leave.” 

Secondly, Johnston said the 
mayor fully expects Shriver to re¬ 
turn to work. 

“The work in Michael’s office 
has largely been picked up in the 
interim by other employees with 
an expectation that Michael would 
hopefully be able to return to work 
soon and pick up where he has 
started,” Johnston told the B.A.R. 
“Certainly Mike is missed in his 
position and the mayor hopes he 
is able to return to work.” 

Brown created the office in Janu¬ 
ary 1998 and appointed the late 
Dick Pabich to the position. Also 
that month the mayor held a sum¬ 
mit on HIV and AIDS and Pabich 
set out to implement the recom¬ 
mendations that stemmed from the 
meeting. Pabich left the job later that 
year, and his trainee, Bill Barnes, 
took over until 2000. Barnes is now 
an aide to Supervisor Chris Daly. 

“From Mayor Brown’s per¬ 
spective it has been invaluable, 
from a policy perspective and 
from the perspective of maintain¬ 
ing an ardent commitment to the 
issue, to have Michael and, before 
him his predecessors, in that posi¬ 
tion,” said Johnston. 

The position is responsible for 
everything from identifying bud¬ 
getary requirements and sources 
of funding for the mayor’s AIDS 
initiatives to monitoring the work 
of the public health department 
and city-funded agencies that pro¬ 
vide AIDS services. 

The AIDS czar also oversees the 
staffing of the Mayor’s HIV Scien¬ 
tific Advisory Committee and 
serves as the mayor’s liaison to 
both the HIV Prevention and the 
Health Services planning councils. 

According to the office’s Web 
page, beginning in spring 2002 the 
AIDS czar would issue quarterly 
reports “on legislative, budget, 
programmatic, and policy activi¬ 
ties that are germane to HIV pre¬ 
vention, care, treatment, research, 
housing, and other ancillary ser¬ 
vices in San Francisco.” Those re¬ 
ports have never been generated 
due to Shriver’s absence. 

Some in the AIDS community 
say there is concern about the po¬ 
sition going unfilled and that, in 
Shriver’s absence, there has been a 
lessening of involvement on the 
part of the mayor’s office in regard 
to AIDS. Some point to the recent 
forum on HIV and speed use, 
called by freshman Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty, as an example of an 
issue that has gone unaddressed. 

And the absence of Shriver, a 
nationally respected AIDS advo¬ 
cate, policy expert, and longtime 
activist, has implications for the 
AIDS community beyond just San 
Francisco. The policies adopted by 
the city are routinely implement¬ 
ed and duplicated by AIDS agen¬ 
cies throughout the country. 

“People have looked at us forev¬ 
er as the city to follow and what you 
do next. It is wonderful the position 
is being held for Michael. But you 
still have to have someone present,” 
said former supervisor and mayoral 
candidate Angela Alioto, who 
tapped Shriver as her representative 
to an AIDS task force while she was 
in City Hall. “Michael would be the 
first one to say the job needs to be 
getting done.” 

The AIDS czar vacancy also 
comes at a time when the Repub¬ 
lican-controlled administration in 
Washington is exacting a toll on 
everything from AIDS research 
and HIV prevention guidelines to 


funding levels and, some say, un¬ 
warranted scrutiny of agencies 
like the Stop AIDS Project. 

As a former executive director 
of such groups as Mobilization 
Against AIDS and the National 
Association of People With AIDS, 
Shriver has extensive experience 
lobbying in Congress and that ex¬ 
perience has been missed. 

“Mike is brilliant,” said city 
health director Dr. Mitch Katz. 
“He has done fantastic work for 
San Francisco on a number of ad¬ 
vocacy and programmatic fronts. 
We’ve missed his energy.” 

In years past, AIDS agencies 
have relied on the AIDS czar to 
help them petition the supervisors 
to add back funding to their pro¬ 
grams. With his four years on the 
city Health Commission, two of 
which serving as chair of the bud- 
1 get committee, Shriver was an in¬ 
valuable ally for agencies trying to 
navigate the city’s budgetary and 
political waters. 

“He’s been an ardent, passionate, 
incredibly well-informed advocate 
all these years. We miss him in that 
role,” said the executive director of 
Project Open Hand, Tom Nolan, 
whose agency turned to Shriver for 
help when it was facing budgetary 
problems back in 2000. “He was just 
so helpful through so much of our 
problems over the last several years. 
I would say now more than ever 
there is a need for that office.” 

This year the mayor’s budget 
calls for several million dollars 
worth of cuts in AIDS and HIV 
programs, and other programs are 
scrambling to find private, local, 
and state funding to make up for 
federal funding cuts. 

At no other time has the need 
for an AIDS czar, especially one 
with Shriver’s experience, knowl¬ 
edge and contacts, been more acute. 

“HIV funding is very much 
political in San Francisco. We 
need somebody to have the polit¬ 
ical will to muster that. It takes po¬ 
litical savvy and an astute person 
to be able to navigate the political 
waters of HIV and AIDS, both 
HIV prevention and AIDS fund¬ 
ing and care,” said Steve Gibson, 
the director of a new health cen¬ 
ter for gay men opening in the 
Castro next month. 

The center, called Magnet, 
owes its funding to Shriver’s advo¬ 
cacy efforts. In 2000, Shriver con¬ 
vinced the mayor to match a chal¬ 
lenge grant from DuPont Phar¬ 
maceuticals, which is now owned 
by Bristol-Myers Squibb. Along 
with Magnet, those funds have 
paid for several HIV initiatives. 

“The position has been very 
helpful in getting additional fed¬ 
eral monies to San Francisco for 
HIV prevention,” added Gibson. 

While most AIDS agencies 
now deal directly with the health 
department regarding issues and 
funding, they maintain there is 
still a need to have someone inde¬ 
pendent of the department to call 
on from time to time. 

“It is incredibly important cer¬ 
tainly in San Francisco that the 
mayor’s office has an active liaison 
to the AIDS community,” said 
Shana Krochmal, spokeswoman 
for the Stop AIDS Project. “While 
DPH has strong programs and is 
responsive to the community, it is 
important both individual people 
with HIV and agencies that work 
with AIDS have a more direct line 
of communication to the mayor.” 

Johnston said in spite of Shriver’s 
absence, the mayor has continued to 
be committed to dealing with HIV 
and AIDS issues as well as maintain¬ 
ing as much funding as possible 
during tough economic times. 

“I think this administration 
would stack up better against any 
other city and any previous ad¬ 
ministration in its energy and ef¬ 
forts on behalf of people with 
AIDS and HIV,” he said. ▼

B efore diving into the San 
Francisco International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Film Festival’s 
many offerings, a few of which ex¬ 
plore the world of gays and les¬ 
bians in athletics, be sure to catch 
Bend It Like Beckham , if only for 
comparative interest. 

Audiences in Europe have al¬ 
ready acclaimed the affable story of 
a tomboy Indian girl in London 
who has to sneak out to play soccer. 

Jess (Parminder Nagra), her 
room decorated in posters of soc- 
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cer star David Beckham, longs to 
play soccer, while her Sikh family 
enforces a traditional feminine role 
as her sister’s wedding approaches. 

While an amusing story, the 
soccer sequences are jump-cut in 
the style of Gatorade commercials, 
leaving the more relaxed park se¬ 
quences to show that Jess can real¬ 
ly play. While the music for 
each sequence is great, its 
MTV hyperactivity seems 
overdone. 

With her supermodel 
pouting, Juliette (Keira 
Knightley) occasionally irks, 
but cheerfully coaxes Jess 
into secretly practicing 
and competing with the 
local women’s team, 
coached by the lithe 
Jonathan Reys Meyers. 

Jess’s family life is 
shown in richer depth as a comic 
example of culture clash. Soccer 
pal Juliette’s dad supports athlet¬ 
ics, but Mum’s a bit miffed. 

The parental freak-out se¬ 
quences when the two girls are 
mistaken as lesbian lovers lurch 
the film into farce, particularly 
Juliet Stevenson as Juliette’s Mum. 
Think Keeping Up Appearances as 
done by Dame Edna. 

The team of obviously accom¬ 
plished athletes are given too few 
lines to offer more possibly lesbian 
characters, but the park soccer 
scenes with the boys soon find a 
minor gay character, the hunky 
Tony (Ameet Chana). 

Director Gurinder Chadha’s in¬ 
spiring tale and sometimes over- 
the-top plot devices repeat a few 
too many times (perhaps as a take 
on Bollywood style; a few scenes of 


which are shown on Jess’s home 
TV). This style builds to a whirling 
wedding/final match montage. 

And while the irony of British 
women dreaming of moving to 
California to make their soccer 
dreams come true may ring odd (or 
laughable to local audiences when 
“Santa Clara, California!” is por¬ 
trayed as a distant soccer Valhalla), 
Bend It Like Beckham 
inspires, if not over¬ 
whelms, with ami¬ 
able affection. 

La glace act 

Less ennui-laden, yet still 
utterly French in its sub¬ 
tlety, My Life on Ice 
(Ma vrai vie a Rouen ) 
follows a young figure 
skater through several 
months of his life, 
through his own eyes. 

Framed as a self-made docu¬ 
mentary, Etienne (played with 
somber grace by the utterly gor¬ 
geous Jimmy Tavares) makes a 
journal of his days, including 
some practice shots on the rink. 
Tavares is an accomplished skater, 
and this gives the film even more 
authenticity. 

Taveres stumbles through at¬ 
tempting a triple, but his skills and 
practices are shown in an amusing 
array of shots. His hilarious at¬ 
tempt at a “jetee en l’aire avec 
camera” nearly brings the film to 
an abrupt halt. 

What’s fascinating is seeing 
how Etienne’s videographic ob¬ 
session alters his friends’ and fam¬ 
ily’s life in gradual ways, and dis¬ 
plays his longing. 

Directors Olivier Ducastel and 
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Skater's figure: Jimmy Tavares in 
My Life on Ice 


Jacques Martineua ( Adventures of 
Felix ) deftly blend narrative with a 
simple and beautiful array of shots. 

Unlike Bend It Like Beckham's 
hyped up sports scenes, Ducastel 
and Martineau’s cinematic ap¬ 
proach allows the drama of com¬ 
petition to unfold along with the 
athlete’s personal life. Etienne’s 
lone figure on the ice displays the 
tension and hope of both com-, 
petitor and his supportive family. 
(June 21,8 p.m., Castro Theatre.) 

Swim fan 

The San Francisco Internation¬ 
al Lesbian and Gay Film Festival of¬ 
fers a few more serious, and actual¬ 
ly gay and lesbian, takes on sports. 

In Fabrice Cazeneuve’s You’ll 
Get Over It, Vincent (Julian 
Baumgartner) wins a relay with 
his swim teammates early on. 
Their locker room antics provide 
a set-up for some raucous homo- 
phobic banter. 

Vincent’s brother, a strutting 
boxer, feels passed over for his 
younger brother’s swimming success. 

Enter campus cool dude Ben¬ 
jamin (Jeremie Elkaim in Wild 
Reeds), whose interaction with 
Vincent brings his life to an abrupt 
outing to many. It changes his sta¬ 
tus on the swim team, and he’s re¬ 
fused entry to the locker room. 

Fortunately, his best pal sticks by 
his side, when most others deride 
him. Vincent’s coach chides him to 
fight back and refuse to quit. “Then 
they’ve won. You have to show 
them that you can win at an event.” 

That his coach trains him 
alone, allowing the team to enjoy 
their segregation, is odd. Vincent 
does get a vindication in a later 
swimming victory. 

Eventually, as others get over 
Vincent’s sexuality, the last, and 
most important, to do so seems to 
be himself. (June 27, 1:30 p.m., 
and June 28, 6 p.m., both at the 
Castro Theatre.) 

Boxer rebellion 

Other movies with sports 


themes include Cock and Bull 
Story, (or Southside, as it’s called in 
its trailer). 

Based on the Richard Crowe 
and Richard Zajdlic play, Billy 
Hayes (of Midnight Express fame) 
wrote and directed this dark 
macho potboiler film adaptation. 

Brian Austin Green (of Beverly 
Hills 90210 fame) is greased up as 
a tormented former boxer. His 
friend Travis (Bret Roberts) excels 
in attempting to leave his low class 
life through boxing, and ignore 
his unusual in-the-ring fetish. 
Guys in silk shorts + homophobia 
= pugilistic panic. (June 20 10:30 
p.m., and June 23, 1 p.m., both at 
the Castro Theatre.) 

A Bizarre Love Triangle follows 
the convoluted romantic entan¬ 
glements of two women who 
meet at tae kwon do practice, and 
then use it as a ruse for their af¬ 
fair. A few scenes show a match 
and practices, but more of the 
film is about one of the women’s 
unhappy life with her husband, a 
TV celebrity. Lee Moo-Young di¬ 
rects this odd Korean farce, in 
which the women prove that mar¬ 
tial arts can be a helpful, if not 
dangerous weapon, on the street. 
(June 23, 9 p.m., Herbst Theatre, 
and June 26, 4 p.m., Castro The¬ 
atre.) 

From Taiwan, Blue Gate Cross¬ 
ing includes a swimming pool as a 
meeting place for a pair of tomboy 
lesbians and their path toward love.

Late Night Visitor, one of sev¬ 
eral shorts in the Boys Got Spunk 
series, delves into the muscle- 
bound past of Bob Mizer body¬ 
builders and wrestlers.

We Got Next, a romance of 
women basketball players, is part 
of Do Your Thang, an afternoon 
of women’s short films. (June 15, 
noon.

F orthwith, nine recommended 
features from the first week’s

Yossi & jagger On a barren outpost 
along Israel’s contested border with 
Lebanon, two Israeli soldiers have had 
a roll in the snow. Yossi and Jagger’s 
post-coital chat breaks the rules by 
posing a future for their relationship, a 
future without rank or the structure of 
guard duty. 

“Yossi, would you stay 
with me if I lost a leg or got 
all burnt up, English Patient- 
style ?” asks Jagger. 

“With or without eye¬ 
lashes?” asks Yossi. 

Eytan Fox, the American- 
born, Israeli-raised 

writer/director, has pro¬ 
duced a kind of sequel to his 
short film Time Off (1990), 
in which an Israeli army offi- 
~*ter is shown having a furtive 
sexual liaison with a young 
private. Yossi & Jagger pre¬

Welcome to real life

W ith television practically asphyx¬ 
iated by ancient sitcoms, brain¬ 
less Reality TV, doctored-to- 
death news, lifestyle schmaltz, and other 
dubious cultural forms, and mainstream 
movies awash in action sludge and feel¬ 
good pap, festivals like the 27th SFILGFF 
become increasingly important. While the 
quality of the features each year tends to 
vary, sometimes dramatically, the docu¬ 
mentaries usually hit a pretty high mark. 
This year is no exception, with excellent 
work appearing in the first half of the fest 
on such timely subjects as homo teen tra¬ 
vails, Internet porn addiction, Gore Vidal, 
and dildos. 

If Melissa Levin and Roxana Spicer’s 
Class Queers (Castro Theatre, 6/17) and 
Cecilia Neant-Falk’s Don’t You Worry, It 
Will Probably Pass (Castro, 6/18) are any in¬ 
dication, the situation for queer youth re¬ 


mains dicey. The same crushing forces seen 
decades ago are still evident: homophobic 
parents and peers, small-town prejudice, 
vicious religion. The difference is that 
today’s kids seem stronger and more stub¬ 
born than ever, and have more options. 
They know they don’t have to accept the 
status quo, and many of them don’t. In 
Don’t You Worry, three teenage lesbians tell 
moving stories about the terrors of trying 
to come out — or being forced to stay in 
the closet, at least for a while — and the 
difficult but rewarding trek out of those 
towns into the welcoming queer enclaves 
of the big city. In Class Queers, dynamo 
dyke Adina overcomes her rabbi father’s 
bigotry through sheer force of personality 
and insistence of living authentically. 

Far from the prole pleasures of those 
films is Deborah Dickson’s The Education

ecause Out There has made 
' certain conjectures in print 
about rock star Morrissey’s 
chances of cutting an album this 
year, based upon LA sightings of 
him lunching with certain key 
record-company figures, we’re 
constantly badgered with requests 
from fans for updates. To which 
we can only reply with a favorite 
Moz expression, “Bejaysus, we 
know fock- all, so bugger off, then!” 


Acknowledging the homoerotic: Moz 


Briefly, the facts are that his last 
record company dumped the Moz 
after one album ( Maladjusted) out 
of a four-record contract. Though 
he easily has an album’s worth of 
new songs ready to go (lucky 
Mozphiles heard some of it on his 
double bill with the Jaguares last 
fall), all tomorrow’s recording 
parties are booked — without 
him. 

A new documentary for 
Britain’s Channel 4, The Impor¬ 
tance of Being Morrissey , has re¬ 
stoked interest. Author Mark 
Simpson, whose Saint Morrissey 
will be published in the UK later 
this year, reports for the UK 
Guardian that fans including JK 
Rowling, Chrissie Hynde, Will 
Self and Noel Gallagher were 
eager to lavish praise and affection 
on the Moz in the doc. 

Simpson shows how Morris¬ 
sey’s “preoccupation with gang¬ 



sters, boxers and ‘low-life’ prefig¬ 
ured New Lad — albeit artistic 
and passionate, where what fol¬ 
lowed was cynical and commer¬ 
cial, and with the balls to ac¬ 
knowledge rather than disavow 
the aesthetic and homoerotic.” 

Simpson also claims that M’s 
fans “are mostly male, over¬ 
whelmingly heterosexual, and all 
are passionately,, vehemently in 
love with him, wrestling beefy se¬ 
curity personnel to the floor to 
hug and kiss him onstage. T’d 
sleep with him if he asked me to,’ 
a hod carrier from Norwich once 
volunteered to me at a Moz gig, 
out of the blue. ‘My girl¬ 
friend would under¬ 
stand,’ he added. ‘She’s 
a Morrissey fan, too.’ 

Of course she would.” 

Meantime, in the 
Sunday Observer, Lynn 
Barber explains the 
mystery of Morrissey’s 
missing record deal 
by quoting him on 
the subject: “All the 
labels in America 
have said: ‘Will your music fit in 
with what is successful in the 
American charts?’ To which I 
reply: ‘ Bejaysus , I hope it doesn’t!’ 
And then I’m out on the street im¬ 
mediately.” 

He’s lived off Sunset Blvd. in 
LA for four years now. His house 
was built by Clark Gable for Ca¬ 
role Lombard. When Barber asks 
“if he lives next door to Johnny 
Depp, as the press always says, he 
corrects me, ‘No, he lives next 
door to me.’” 

Finally, in her most amusing 
catalog of all things Smithian for 
the Guardian, Zoe Williams 
dredges up the old scandale which 
ensued “when [M] suggested 
openly, and in a number of songs, 
that [then-British PM] Margaret 
Thatcher should be assassinated. 
After the.Brighton bombing, a 
tabloid journalist asked him how 
he’d feel now if a Smiths fan shot 
the Iron Lady. ‘Well, I’d obviously 
marry that person,’ he replied with 
aplomb.’” 

Haul us in 

We’ve obviously been trolling 
the British press for Moz men¬ 
tions, but not without good cause. 
A new CD, The String Quartet 
Tribute to The Smiths (Vitamin), 



recasts those old Smiths songs 
(“Last Night I Dreamt That Some¬ 
body Loved Me”) into rhapsodies 
for strings, and the amazing thing 
is that the gambit works. Croon¬ 
er’s standards like “Heaven Knows 
I’m Miserable Now” retain their 
melodic charm without devolving 
into maudlin morass. We always 
knew “This Charming Man” or 
“That Joke Isn’t Funny Anymore” 
would work on violin, but the rev¬ 
elation is that “Some Girls Are 
Bigger than Others” does, too. 

Not incidentally, the record 
company (quaint anachronism 
that it is!) did the right thing by 
devoting the CD cover to one of 
those anonymous, handsome stars 


of boxing or lad’s clubs that 
Smiths LPs and singles (doubly 
quaint!) regularly featured. This 
one appears to be a wrestler, he’s 
half-naked, and he seems to chal¬ 
lenge the onlooker to take him on. 
OT thinks this could be a new art- 
form: Great covers of Smiths al¬ 
bums that never were. 

Tony? Call them Bruce 

Well, if that wasn’t the gayest 
Tony Awards on record, we’re 
Bernadette Peters on acid. The 
tone was set last Sunday night 
when Tony winners for best orig¬ 
inal score (and domestic 
partners) Marc 

Shaiman and Scott 
Wittman laid into a 
big, wet, same-sex 
smooch right there at 
the podium. 

Wittman: “My 

mother took me to 
Radio City every Satur¬ 
day morning when 
I was a kid, and she 
used to say to me, 
‘One day you’ll be 
up there.’ I always thought she 
meant [as] a Rockette.” 

Shaiman: “I love this man. We 
are not allowed to get married in 
this country, I don’t know why, 
but I’d like to declare in front of a 
million people, I love you, and I’d 
like to live with you for the rest of 
my life.” 

Tell us if you think this is gay 
enough: Hairspray, inspired by the 
John Waters camp classic, is the 
year’s best musical. Apparently, it’s 
this year’s Oklahoma! Does that 
mean Baltimore is the new Tulsa? 
Harvey Fierstein, in a house- 
dress, is this year’s best actor in a 
musical. Take Me Out, Richard 
Greenberg’s drama about a gay 
major-league baseball player, is 
best play. It was a year in which 
Frog could sing a love song to 
Toad, and Toad could leap Frog, 
and not seem out of place. 

Oddest moment: the broadcast 
suddenly lurched by satellite to LA 
for the dispensation of the final 
award, which was announced by 
Jason Alexander and Martin 
Short from the stage of the tour¬ 
ing production of The Producers 
— only Short claimed they were 
appearing in Puppetry of the Penis. 

Body language 

In his trenchant treatise on the 
“straight man’s hug” for the 
June/July Details, gay author Au- 
gusten Burroughs breaks it 
down into its component parts: 
“1. It begins with a very firm 
handshake. 2. The stronger of the 
two — the more manly, smelly 
alpha male — pulls the other man 
to his chest in a near stranglehold. 

3. They hold for a count of three. 

4. Each man slaps the other’s back, 
loudly. 5. They grip each other’s 
shoulders, push off, and step 
away.” 

Burroughs explains the slap by 
the fact that “it stings and takes a 
man out of the moment of inti¬ 
macy. A hug by itself would feel 
warm, comforting, and close. But 
to most straight guys, this is just 
plain gay. So there has to be a little 
jolt of discomfort, a reminder that 
they’re straight.” 

Should that slapping hand 
move a few inches south to a 
man’s ass, the hug goes out of 
bounds. “That’s definitely not 
okay. Unless, of course, both men 
are wearing polyester, protective 
plastic cups, and helmets.” We ask 
again: who’s the intended reader- 
ship for this darling magazine?

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The dead cavort 
among the living 

Navarrete x Kajiyama blend traditions

: eath speaks all languages. It 
is the living who choose dif¬ 
ferent tongues to tell its 
story, different rituals to remem¬ 
ber those departed. Two San Fran- 
cisco-based choreographers, one 
Japanese-American, one Mexican, 
both gay, are blending traditions 
to find their own way of honoring 
the dead in a new dance theatre 
piece, Ghost Memories (June 12-15 
at Dance Mission Theatre). 

Debby Kajiyama, a Japanese- 
American Bay Area native, and 
Mexican-born Jose Navarrete 
used the Obon Festival in Japan 
and Mexico’s Dia de los Muertos as 
starting points in their choreo¬ 
graphic exploration. Kajiyama’s 
Stanford degree is in Japanese, 
and she spent several years living 
and studying there, while Navar¬ 
rete, a dancer with a Cultural An¬ 
thropology degree from UC 
Berkeley, grew up observing the 
Mexican Day of the Dead celebra¬ 
tion at his home. 

In Japan, the Obon Festival is 
the time when spirits are said to 
come back to visit. The festival 
features public drumming and 
dancing, picnics and offerings, 
and a Buddhism-based emphasis 
on death as a journey. “The idea of 
life and death isn’t so black and 
white,” Kajiyama said in a recent 
interview. “When you die, there is 
a passage to the afterlife, and then 
you come back in another form.” 

In Mexico, Navarrete recalled 
the cooking of the favorite foods 
of the deceased, altars with pho¬ 
tographs and candles, graves 
mounded with marigolds, and 
pathways of petals left scattered 
outside the homes, so the dead 
could find their way back. 

Kajiyama and Navarrete have 
asked the dancers in their piece to 
imagine their own death, and 
their own funeral. The music, per¬ 
formed live by the composers, 
Jimi Nakagawa and Kalian Nishi- 
moto, features the huaca, a Peru¬ 
vian ocarina; fue, a flute; kane, a 
percussion object; Taiko drums, 
singing bowls, guitar and sitar, 
Mexican folk songs and Japanese 
festival drumming. In the dance, 
one section features the death of a 
dog, played by the well-known 
local dancer Sue Roginski, while 
Oscar Trujillo appears in another 
part as a female goddess of Japan¬ 
ese legend. 

Takes two to... 

If this all sounds a little edgy, 
consider the other main obsession

of the two choreographers; the 
Tango. For a gay man and lesbian 
to enter the delicate feast of part¬ 
nership in a dance known for its 
sexual depths and intimacy is 
somewhat unusual. That seems to 
be the point. 

“My partner is from Buenos 
Aires, and he likes to say Tango is 
for prostitutes and fags,” said 
Navarrete. “I thought it was bor¬ 
ing, a dance for old people, until I 
saw this one young girl...” After 
that, he was hooked. His Tango for 
two men, “Essay on Tango” 
(1998), uses modern dance and 
the Tango form to explore intima¬ 
cy between men. Navarrete won 
two Isadora Duncan Award nom¬ 
inations for choreography and 
performance for the piece, which 
was choreographed for the Gay 
Dance Festival. 

“I wouldn’t do it [the Tango] if 
I couldn’t move it into something 
personally relevant,” said Kajiyama, 
who was a modern dancer before 
becoming a Tango person] and has 
gone on to embrace the study of 


(Kajiyama) in a feast of partnership. 


Taiko drumming and traditional 
Japanese dance forms. “You have to 
learn how to follow,” she said. “It 
reminds me of contact improvisa¬ 
tion [a highly physical form of 
give-and-take, instantaneous 
duets]. It’s about communication.” 

Clearly, Navarrete and Kajiya¬ 
ma see their cultural differences as 
creative opportunities. And yet, 
there are many similarities. “We 
are longing to find a spiritual con¬ 
text within performance,” Navar¬ 
rete said. 

For Kajiyama, working with 
Jos£ Navarrete is part of her goal 
to expand the idea of modern 
dance. “We hope that the piece 
won’t be foreign to anyone,” she 
said. ▼

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Princes of Rossini’s ‘Cenerentola’ 


Tenor Juan Diego Florez, maestro Patrick Summers deserve ovations

isten up, because I’m tired of 
repeating this. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera audience is not 
stupid, provincial or unable to tell 
a hawk from a handsaw. Saturday 
night at the War Memorial, after a 
three-hour La Cenerentola that 
had its ups and downs, the audi¬ 
ence voted firmly, with an extend¬ 
ed, cheering ovation for tenor 
Juan Diego Florez and conductor 
Patrick Summers. Since they had 
definitely been the stars of the 
show, operating at the highest 
possible level throughout, all 
around them tended to pale. The 
point is that the much-maligned 
SFO patrons can hear, and they 
know what they like — at least in 
bel canto opera: voice, voice and 
more voice. 

The production is by the late 
Jean-Pierre Ponnelle, cute when 
first seen, but blurry now that it 
has been refurbished umpteen 
times since 1969 when it was new 
in San Francisco, having debuted 
the previously year at the Maggio 
Musicale in Firenze. The stage di¬ 
rector, longtime Ponnelle associ¬ 
ate Grischa Asagaroff, had noth¬ 
ing fresh to contribute; his obvi¬ 
ous shtick was enthusiastically en¬ 
acted by the cast to middling 
comic effect. It is worth noting 
that Florez and mezzo-soprano 
Mika Shigematsu did not partici¬ 
pate in the squealing or prat- 
falling; if it was Asagaroff’s (or

Ponnelle’s; frankly I can’t remem¬ 
ber) idea to keep them pure, it was 
a good one. 

Cenerentola is usually assumed 
to be the mezzo’s vehicle. Wide- 
eyed, sweet-natured and as over¬ 
flowing with goodness as her 
music is with bravura coloratura, 
Angelina (little angel) is the per¬ 
fect Cinderella prototype. SFO has 
been lucky in its Cenerentolas. 
Teresa Berganza (1969) was inno¬ 
cence plus, as was young Frederi¬ 
ca von Stade almost 30 years ago. 
Everybody loved Marilyn Horne 
(1982), even though her Angelina 
was tough as a truck-driver. Best 
of all was Olga Borodina in 1995, 
a combination of heavenly singing 
and grave, tender personality. 
(Not “sparkly” enough for some; 
their loss.) 


Though each lady was paired 
with the best Rossini tenor of the 
time — Pierre Bottazzo, Ugo 
Benelli, Francisco Araiza, Kurt 
Streit — I can barely remember 
anything about them. I’ll never 
forget this year’s Prince Ramiro, 
the dishy Peruvian Florez, and 
neither will anyone else who hears 
him sing this June. The guy is 
drop-dead gorgeous to look at. 
He’s an intense, commanding 
actor — I couldn’t stop watching 
his reactions during the comic 
nonsense practiced by Daniel 
Belcher, as Dandini, the valet in 
disguise. 

Then there is that voice. Tech¬ 
nically, a leggiero tenor with plen¬ 
ty of “ping” on top, with a scale so 
equalized there are no bumps or 
breaks anywhere, with pitch as 
rock-solid as Alcatraz, and, most 
amazing of all, an intensely mas¬ 
culine tone. Most so-called Rossi¬ 
ni tenors — the Rocky Blakes and 
Bruce Fords — no matter how 
well they sing, sound emasculat¬ 
ed. Florez sounds like a stud, and 
his Italianate way with the text 
and phrasing were whipped cream 
and cherries on top of the cake, all 
the more so as he was the only 
member of the cast to pronounce 
that language properly. 

Give a hoot 

Shigematsu, who replaced the 
indisposed Sonia Ganassi (don’t 
even think about what Ganassi 
and Florez would have been like 
together; they’d still be scraping

me off the seat), is an accom¬ 
plished singer and, for a substi¬ 
tute, she did very well, warming 
up as the evening went on. But her 
voice is half a size too small for the 
War Memorial (she was lost in the 
ensembles), and she has a peculiar 
way of producing vowels that is 
not only un-Italian, thereby im¬ 
peding the flow of music, but 
gives her tone a hooty edge that is 
reminiscent of Horne’s less-than- 
dulcet singing. 

Two of the men had similar 
impediments. Belcher, a mild 
Harlequin in last fall’s Ariadne auf 
Naxos, was more animated as 
Dandini, but his coloratura 
singing consists of a string of as¬ 
pirates — “HaHaHa, HeHeHe, 
HehHehHeh” — that becomes in¬ 
creasingly irritating as the evening 
goes on. And though Eike Wilm 
Schulte has a warm presence and 
booming basso as the philosopher 
Alidoro, his lack of Italianate vow¬ 
els kept his aria from achieving its 
full potential. Don Magnifico 
(Kevin Glavin), Clorinda (Saun- 
dra DeAthos) and Thisbe 
(Catherine Cook) were all better 


actors than singers. 

It didn’t matter once Summers 
raised his baton to produce the 
best-conducted Rossini overture 
I’ve ever heard in an opera house 
— crisp, scintillating, witty (pic¬ 
colos should have taken a solo 
bow), with that patented “Rossini 
crescendo” producing more smiles 
than ever. Summers accompanied 
flawlessly, kept the ensembles tick¬ 
ing like clockwork, and brought 
the show in at nearly 20 minutes 
under the announced running 
time. He also insisted on employ¬ 
ing a new critical edition that uses 
just 45 players (brilliantly), in¬ 
cluding reduced strings, a fortepi- 
ano for recits, and no timpani. 

This Cenerentola was not an 
evening of “production values.” 
I’m sure SFO is saving that for 
Damnation of Faust. At its best, it 
was about those musical verities: 
great conducting and great 
singing. Savor it, applaud it, and, 
if necessary, demand more. If Juan 
Diego Florez is not immediately 
re-engaged, there is something 
rotten in Denmark. I, too, know a 
hawk from a handsaw. ▼

ere are our choices for 13 
selected shorts from six dif¬ 
ferent programs in the first 
week of the 2003 Frameline fest. 

Fun in Boys’ Shorts 5pm A party 
full of horny London teenagers 
takes an unexpected turn over a 
game of Spin-the-Bottle. Aus¬ 
tralian Cath Le Couteur, who won 
her spurs assisting the great Mike 
Figgis, shows how short films can 
offer nifty epiphanies. Fiz (darkly 
handsome Julian Morris, of NBC’s 
Young Arthur series) is the life of 
the party. The winners of each 
turn of the bottle get two minutes 
alone in the upstairs john. Jad 
(Ryan Dabner) is the cute boy in 
the Nike togs hovering in the 
background.

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‘Mommie’ makes good 

Director Mark Rucker on 'Die Mommie Die'

just directed my first movie,” 

e-mailed Mark Rucker to an 

old college friend a couple of 
months ago. “It’s called, Die Mom¬ 
mie Die!” 

What the modest director ne¬ 
glected to mention was that the 
film had already been an award¬ 
winning hit at the Sundance Film 
Festival, earning a Special Grand 
Jury Prize for Acting for its writer 
and star, Charles Busch. 

“My dream is to see the movie 
play to a full house at the Castro 
Theatre,” wrote Rucker in a later 
e-mail. 

It didn’t take long for that 
dream to come true. Die Mommie 
Die! debuts tonight as the opening 
night film of the San Francisco In¬ 
ternational Lesbian & Gay Film 
Festival. 

“This whole movie has been 
like a dream articulated,” says 
Rucker. “While we were putting it 
together, I thought, ‘Wouldn’t it be 
great to take it to Sundance? 
Wouldn’t it be great to show it at 
the Castro?”’ 

It’s hard to imagine a more 
perfect setting than the Castro 
Theatre for Busch’s affectionate 
send-up of “women’s films” of the 
’40s and ’50s. The film freely sam¬ 
ples every melodrama that ever 
starred Bette Davis, Susan Hay¬ 
ward, Joan Crawford or Lana 
Turner. It’s like Far from Heaven 
— only intentionally funny. 

Several years ago, Rucker ap¬ 
proached Busch after a stage per¬ 
formance of Die Mommie Die! in 
Los Angeles and thought it would 
make a terrific film. “The biggest 
challenge was getting someone to 
finance it, which took a couple of 
years,” he says. 

Dante Di Loreto and Anthony 
Edwards (best known as Dr. Mark 
Greene on ER) produced the film 
under their Aviator Films banner, 
along with stage and film produc¬ 
er Bill Kenwright. 

“We shot it on a very limited 
budget of under $1 million in 18 
days, which is a week shorter than 
the lowest low-budget film,” says 
Rucker. “So I really had to be pre¬ 
pared.” For two months prior to 
shooting, Rucker worked with di¬ 
rector of photography Kelly Evans 
to storyboard every scene in the 
movie. 

A veteran stage director and 
Associate Artist at South Coast 
Repertory Theater, Rucker has 
helmed productions at major re¬ 
gional theatres including Yale 
Repertory, the La Jolla Playhouse, 
Arena Stage, the Globe Theatres, 
Berkeley Rep and ACT. 

But making the transition 
from stage to film directing was 
not difficult at all. “It’s great be¬ 
cause you get to make the movie 
three times,” he says. “Planning it, 


shooting it and then editing it.” 

Busch league 

The most surprising thing 
about the film is Busch’s convinc¬ 
ingly subtle drag performance as 
Angela Arden, a washed-up 
singing star with a mysterious 
past, a tyrannical husband (Philip 
Baker Hall), a contemptuous 
daughter (Natasha Lyonne), an 
oversexed son (Stark Sands), a dis¬ 
dainful maid (Frances Conroy) 
and a gigolo boyfriend (Jason 
Priestley). 

“We were very interested in 
calibrating Charles’ performance 
for the screen so it wouldn’t be 
just a camp fest that gets old after 
15 minutes,” says Rucker. To 
achieve that goal, the director shot 
three takes of Busch’s scenes, rang¬ 
ing from subtle to over-the-top, 
and then chose the best takes 
while editing. 

“I see beyond the superficial 
camp, quality of Charles’ work to 
the passion that he has for those 
films and actresses,” says Rucker. 
“You can’t say a nasty thing about 
Joan Crawford to him. He loves 
her!” 

Although you’d expect there to 
be challenges in directing the 
film’s writer, Rucker has nothing 
but praise for Busch. “He was 
great, so easy to work with and in¬ 
terested in my input,” he says. 
“You’d think that after 25 years of 
performing, he’d be more rigid, 
but he really wanted to collabo¬ 
rate. He’s a dear man and a real 
gentleman.” 

Gay film fans will get a special 
kick out of heartthrob Jason 
Priestley’s performance as the bi¬ 
sexual, over-endowed gigolo Tony 
Parker, who not only shares a pas¬ 
sionate lip lock with Busch’s An¬ 
gela, but seduces her daughter and 
teenage son. 

“He was so game,” laughs 
Rucker. “He’s the nicest guy in the 
world, but he’s so straight. He’s 
one of the only guys I’ve ever met 


who can say ‘dude’ and get away 
with it.” 

In one day of shooting, Priest¬ 
ley was required to make out with 
Busch and seduce the naked Stark 
Sands (of Six Feet Under) .“At the 
end of the day I said to Jason, 
‘You’re a real professional,”’ says 
Rucker. “He said, ‘Thanks. Now I 
wanna go out and get a beer.’” 

The film wrapped just two 
weeks before Priestley was seri¬ 
ously injured in a car-racing acci¬ 
dent. “We were editing the movie 
knowing that he was comatose,” 
says Rucker. “But he came to Sun¬ 
dance, which was his first public 
appearance after the accident. He’s 
expected to make a full recovery.” 

Sundance kids 

Having his first film chosen to 
be one of the 16 films in dramatic 
competition at the Sundance Film 
Festival was heady stuff for the 
stage veteran. “It was the biggest 
thrill of my life,” says Rucker. 
“Sundance is like a circus: amaz¬ 
ing, exhilarating and ridiculous.” 

Although Die is certain to de¬ 
light connoisseurs of gay camp, 
the filmmakers weren’t sure how 
it would be received by a non-gay 
audience at a prestigious film fes¬ 
tival. “We were surprised and 
happy with how much they liked 
it,” says Rucker. “But I’m really 
looking forward to playing it at 
the Castro!” 

The post-Sundance buzz has 
generated commercial distribu¬ 
tion for the film as part of the 
Sundance Film Series (it opens 
theatrically in San Francisco on 
Halloween at the Metreon). Ruck¬ 
er is now happily contemplating a 
career that spans both film and 
theatre. “The more I understand 
about the film world, the more I 
see that there’s enough down-time 
between projects to direct the¬ 
atre,” he says. “I can’t believe that 
in my middle age, I’m having such 
an exciting change in my career.” 

But ya are, Mark, but ya are. V

mind. This witty, sexy doc looks at 
the wacky world of our favorite 
piece of plastic, using the insanity 
that is Texas as its starting point. 
Every queen of every sex should 
know that possessing five dildos 
there is okay, but getting caught 
with six is a felony. In Texas, they 
can’t be called dildos; they’re “ed¬ 
ucational models.” Appalling 
scenes of the Texas legislature 
ruthlessly writing Biblical morali¬ 


ty into the penal code are bal¬ 
anced by comic tours of a dildo 
factory, interviews with dildo in¬ 
dustry magnates, images of scary 
turn-of-the-20th-century sex de¬ 
vices, and “casting” scenes with a 
well-hung hunk.

Perhaps, too, Vidal should have 
watched Todd Ahlberg’s Hooked 


(Castro, 6/14) before making any 
sweeping conclusions about the 
decline of the culture. Or maybe 
this doc, about the lure and some¬ 
times unpleasant consequences of 
Internet sex addiction, could pro¬ 
vide further evidence of ap¬ 
proaching Armageddon. “It’ll 
make you a monster,” says one 
guy. “I lie about my age, I string 
them along!” screams another. A 
third, citing the dangers of that 
policy of fabricating an online self 
that won’t match up when the 
date occurs, says, “I shouldn’t have 
to ask a 30-year-old, ‘Do you have

the egalitarian leftover Socialism 
from the kibbutz era. 

The playful bantering between 
the two guys is superbly realized. 
Yossi and Jagger have their sub¬ 
lime moment in the First act — 
don’t come late to this one. (Cas¬ 
tro Theatre, 6/14) 

The Mudge Boy And now for 

something completely different — 
although it does involve a boy try¬ 
ing on his mother’s wedding 
dress. Michael Burke’s debut fea¬ 
ture is a low-key coming-of-age 
drama that sneaks up on us with 
triple-barreled themes, crossing 
an exploration of grief with an ex¬ 
quisitely nuanced father/son rela¬ 
tionship and one of the best de¬ 
pictions I’ve ever seen of the slip¬ 
pery line that many adolescent 
friendships teeter along, and the 
perils of crossing the line. 

Emile Hirsch is Duncan 
Mudge. Having wowed audiences 
as the sassy prep-school trickster 
in The Emperor’s Club, and mixed 
vulnerability and passion as a 
Catholic teen with divided loyal¬ 


ties in The Dangerous Lives of Altar 
Boys, Hirsch slips into disarming¬ 
ly low gear as a socially naive bor¬ 
dering on autistic farmboy reeling 
from the sudden death of his 
mother. Duncan clings to his 
mom’s things — her clothes, the 
bicycle she died riding, and her 
pet chicken — possessions that 
become a bridge to a dangerous 
friendship with a neighbor boy, 
Perry (Thomas Guiry). 

Trying to impress Perry with a 
secret, Duncan puts the chicken’s 
head inside his mouth, claiming 
that it calms the bird. Perry freaks 
(“You’re weird,”) and even Dun¬ 
can’s long-suffering dad ( Six Feet 
Under’s Richard Jenkins) finally ex¬ 
plodes in exasperated rage. “What’s 
the matter? You can’t even get into 
trouble like a normal boy!” 

While The Mudge Boy will be 
on cable in due time, its virtues 
are best appreciated on the big 
screen. Pristine rural Vermont be¬ 
comes so vivid that by the time 
Perry pushes Duncan off a rail¬ 
road trestle you almost feel how 
cold the water is. The boys’ plea¬ 
sure is offset by the scary moment 
when Duncan impulsively touch¬ 
es Perry’s body, hard-muscled 
from farmwork. Duncan and 
Perry have their own reasons for 
what they do. Either or neither 
may turn out gay. (Castro, 6/13)

don Demarbre, almost defies de¬ 
scription. Think Bujfy the Vampire 
Slayer meets Jackass, with the nup¬ 
tials performed by Russ Meyers. 

Shot in Ottawa on the money 
you’d spend on the bargain menu 
at Jack in the Box, the film features 
a scene where Jesus rises out of the 
sea to help combat an invasion of 
lesbian vampires who, according 
to Ottawa critic Jay Stone, “have 
learned to walk in daylight and are 
therefore doubly dangerous, the 
second danger being that they are 
causing a serious lesbian short¬ 
age.” 

Described as pure Canadian 
cheese, “lovingly-made cheddar,” 
Jesus Christ is among many things 
a musical, with Jesus (Phil Cara¬ 
cas) crooning, “I was born in a 
manger/Doomed to live in dan¬ 
ger.” Tim DeVries (lead singer of 
the Hammerheads) plays a bad 
priest whose showstopper is 
“Everybody Gets Laid Tonight.” A 
mix of flying body parts, bad kung 
fu, Mexican wrestling and a guy 
who jumps a motorcycle over 
cars, catch it at the Castro (6/14, 
16) before its permanent home on 
the Sci Fi channel. 

Die Mommie Die Charles Busch 
once revealed the secret of his suc¬ 
cess: He writes roles for women of 
a certain age, roles fit for the likes 
of Bette Davis, Barbara Stanwyck 
or Norma Shearer, and then he 
slaps on a wig and plays them 
himself, realistically, “or realisti¬ 
cally in the grand manner of the 
star ladies of the past.” 

In Die Mommie Die, Charles is 
Angela Adams, a washed-up 
singer who hates her movie- 
mogul husband, her screwed-up 
children and all her old records. 
Angela has a secret too hilarious 
to spoil, but the set-up is funny 
enough, a kind of spoof within a 
spoof. The main angle is a black- 
comedy version of the murder of 
Agamemnon by Clytemnestra. 
Angela is doing in hubby Sol Suss- 
man with a poisoned suppository 
(Philip Baker Hall wickedly plays 
Sol as a Lew Wasserman wannabe: 
“Nobody said it was going to be 
easy being an old Jew.”) In this 
Greek tragedy played as domestic 
farce, Natasha Lyonne [But I’m a 
Cheerleader) is Daddy’s little girl; 
Stark Sand is her brainless broth¬ 
er, Lance, who’s just been kicked 
out of college (“They said I insti- 


I need cock.” “I know people who 
regret they never had a homosex¬ 
ual encounter. I won’t die igno¬ 
rant.” “A trick is easier than stay¬ 
ing with somebody you don’t 
love.” “Do I suck as well as your 
wife?” Like the chorus from an es¬ 
pecially randy modern opera, 
Jacques Nolot’s Porn Theatre re¬ 
veals what the patrons of a Paris 
grindhouse have to say to each 
other in the dark. That cute guy, 
who seems a dream come true, 
turns out to be just another work¬ 
ing girl. “It’s a bargain. I used to 
charge 100 [francs] in the Army.” 

The regulars observe their ritu¬ 
als, flicking their Bics to check the 
condition of the seats before set¬ 
tling in for a hard day’s night — 
moments that confirm why Porn 
Theatre made John Waters’ Top 10 
list. A well-dressed, middle-aged 
man stands out from the crowd, 
Rick (played by Nolot): HIV-posi¬ 
tive, surviving by maintaining his 
personal code with its hard-bitten 
romanticism. “What’s sad is when a 
friend dies, it reassures me. It’s not 
my turn yet,” he says. “A cock in the 
butt is better than any analysis.” 

Inevitably, the joint is raided, 
and, just like in Casablanca, only 
the usual suspects are rousted, the

Gender Bias One of this year’s 
sleepers, Francis Girod’s erotical¬ 
ly fueled thriller features the com¬ 
bustible teaming of a gorgeous 
transsexual, Bo Ancellin (Robin¬ 
son Stevenin won the 2002 
“French Oscar,” aka Cesar), with a 
pushy police chief (Richard 
Boringer) and a volatile, sexy 
hoodlum, Johnny (Stephane Met¬ 
zger).

Porn Theatre “It’s the full moon. 


cynical French cops snarling as 
they file out with their sacrificial 
prey. “Why don’t those faggots go 
to see gay films?” 

The central drama of Porn 
Theatre involves an odd menage 
of an innocent boy from the 
sticks, the newly hired projection¬ 
ist learning the ropes from the 
middle-aged ticket-taker, who has 
her sights on Rick, for whom the 
boy is fantasy bait. Before this trio 
hits the streets, Rick sighs. “I used 
to bring anybody home, now they 
frighten me.” (Castro, 6/13) 

Laura’s Paradise Unscreened, 
but the plot sounds like a French 
version of White Oleander, where 
a good girl is sucked into the bad- 
girl ways of her mother, with the 
added twist of an obsessive, drug- 
fueled affair with a hot law stu¬ 
dent named Sophie. The French 
are good at giving us heroines 
drawn to the brink of madness 
then redeemed, without suc¬ 
cumbing to the bathos of an after¬ 
school special. (Castro, 6/16, 17) 

Blue Gate Crossing This very 
slow-moving Taiwanese feature is 
worth the time for the way it 
works the sexual identity crisis of 
a young schoolgirl who, having a 
crush on her tomboy friend, de¬ 
cides to do that friend’s bidding by 
propositioning a hot male swim¬ 
mer on the friend’s behalf. The 
boy doesn’t believe there is a 
friend, and the resulting foreplay 
around the school pool late at 
night, and on languorous bike 
rides through lush city streets, 
provides insight into how we 
frame the objects of our desire.

ne of the pleasures of grow¬ 
ing up in the guilt-drenched 
glory days before Stonewall 
was the furtive search for the penis 
— not the real penis, though of 
course that happened, too — but 
the image of or reference to the 
penis in books, catalogs, movies, 
artworks, etc. Books with a queer 
theme were ruthlessly scanned by 
horny queens for the brief homo 
coupling, with pages dog-eared or 
noted discreetly in pencil at the 
back for future one-fisted reading. 
Museums and art books were de¬ 
voutly scoured for naughty am¬ 
phorae or pre-Columbian hard- 
ons. Sears catalogs were subjected 
to a metaphorical cavity search, 


the models in the underwear ads 
imaginatively shorn of their duds. 
Movies (well, non-porn movies) 
were a constant frustration as 
busty gladiators coyly hid their 
wares behind tiny loincloths, and 
matinee idols stood rigidly 
clothed while their female coun¬ 
terparts whipped off their dresses. 

Surprisingly, the culture con¬ 
tinues to go to enormous lengths 
to suppress, shadow, disguise, 
befog, or otherwise obscure the 
penis and all it represents. As a 
public service to the armies of 
queens who won’t stand for such 
foolishness decades after the al¬ 
leged sexual revolution, our team 
of scientist-cocksuckers have scru¬ 
tinized a substantial chunk of this 
year’s SFILGFF for images of that 
treasured objet d’lust, the penis. 


As always, the first place we 
look is in the shorts programs, 
- and Boys Got Spunk and Sexotica 
live up to their titles, if not always 
with the brio we’d like.

Josh Aron¬ 
son’s excellent bookend docs The 
Opposite Sex: Jamie’s Story and The 
Opposite Sex: Rene’s Story, about, 
respectively, an FTM and a MTF 
gender transition, show, without 
being too flashy, surgeries that ei¬ 
ther create or castrate a cock. Sen¬ 
sitive spotters, consider yourselves 
warned.

his is [a] private [video],so if 
you’re not me, you really 
. shouldn’t be watching this. 
This is a conversation between me 
now and me in the future.” This 
tearful soliloquy comes early in 
Andrew Jarecki’s Capturing the 
Friedmans, perhaps the most dev¬ 
astating documentary portrait of 
an American family’s implosion 
since Terry Zwigoff’s Crumb. Al¬ 
though his cameras may document 
a miscarriage of justice rivaling the 
McMartin pre-school case, Jarec¬ 
ki’s real goal is a Rashomon- like ex¬ 
amination of the very subjective 
nature of truth in everyday life. 

With both present-tense inter¬ 
views and one of the most extraor¬ 
dinary collection of home movies 
ever amassed by a middle-class 
family, Capturing the Friedmans 
does what great novels do: give us 
characters we care about, put them 
in terrible peril, allow them to piss 
us off, and, whether we believe 
them or not, allow their fate to 
pose the big questions about what 
it was like to be alive in their skin. 

One day before Thanksgiving 
1987, Nassau County detectives 
used a battering ram to enter the 
residence of a respected Great Neck, 
Long Island high school teacher. 
They arrested 56-year-old Arnold 
Friedman and 18-year-old Jesse 
Friedman. The charges: molesting 
8- to 11 -year-old boys attending a 
computer class in the Friedmans’ 
basement. Long after the Friedmans 
have .faded from tabloid TV, moth¬ 
er Elaine still can’t grasp what has 
happened. “I can’t say too much 
about it. We were a family.” 

Jarecki directs the story like a 
high-stakes poker game. Long- 
buried family secrets trump infor¬ 
mation we thought we under¬ 
stood. Characters flatly contradict 
each other. A major character’s 
sexual orientation adds irony to 
tragedy; and the tactics of the po¬ 
lice sex-crimes unit to intimidate 
children (hypnosis, coerced testi¬ 
mony) are juxtaposed against the 
war of nerves within a family un¬ 
raveling while cameras roll. 

You wonder if there was a single 
private moment in the annals of the 
Friedman family that wasn’t record¬ 
ed. David, the oldest son, used a 
new videocamera to capture the in¬ 
creasingly bitter fights between his

father and mother, as well as the war 
of words he and his brothers direct¬ 
ed against Eiaine. There’s a haunt¬ 
ing moment where Arnold and 
Elaine embrace on camera, their 
body language undercut by her 
barb, “I should have affection for 
you. Why? Tsuris [Trouble] is all I’ve 
ever gotten from you.” 

Capturing the Friedmans is a 
punch to the solar plexus of 
American family values. Queer 
filmgoers will recognize some of 
this family’s dirty linen: rumors of 
sex between siblings; hints of a 
. kind of male Lolita syndrome; a 
cold, controlling mother straight 
out of a Philip Roth novel. And 
while no one in the film proclaims 
that it’s the Christians vs. the Jews, 
at times you can detect a kind of 
cold war between the largely 
Catholic Long Island law enforce¬ 
ment establishment and the al¬ 
most vaudeville, pranksterish an¬ 
archy of the Friedmans. 

Ultimately, the brunt of the fam¬ 
ily’s meltdown is borne by the 
youngest son, Jesse, who has his 
young manhood stolen through a 
Hobson’s choice offered by a prose¬ 
cution feeding on the case’s media- 
induced hysteria. If there’s room for 
only one vexing documentary on 
your movie menu, make it Captur¬ 
ing the Friedmans. ▼

Opium of the masses 

Religious music for the secular at heart

M s the world suicides frenet¬ 
ic I ically over matters of faith, 
Jr finding succor in religious 
music becomes harder for the re¬ 
ligiously unaffiliated. For those of 
us denominationally challenged 
listeners, Requiems have assumed 
a new — what to call it? — appeal. 
I find myself pulling them off the 
shelf almost instinctively these 
days. Recently, the music estab¬ 
lishment has obliged with two 
new CDs that are genuinely up¬ 
lifting and sustaining. They fea¬ 
ture works that are manifestly 
spiritual without being faith- 
based. 



Charles Mackerras’ new 
recording of Mozart’s Requiem 
(Linn), in the Robert Levin com¬ 
pletion of the work the composer 
didn’t live to complete, is at last a 
performance that fully fleshes out 
in sound what Levin has achieved 
on paper. Philippe Herreweghe’s 
Schubert A-Flat Major Mass (Har- 
monia Mundi) similarly gives this 
mature work (a significant step 
beyond Schubert’s earlier Masses) 
the currency it deserves. 

What makes both pieces seem 
so (perish the word) relevant 
today is that, without casting as¬ 
persions on their content, merit, 
or, God forbid, sincerity, neither 
was composed as a religious testa¬ 
ment, at least not like that of 
Beethoven’s Missa Solemnis (writ¬ 
ten at the same time as the Schu¬ 
bert, which also bears the title 
Missa Solemnis). Both were com¬ 
posed on commissions (paltry 
enough at that) that both young 
but dying composers desperately 
needed. (That odious palliative, 
“The poor are always with us,” sel¬ 
dom takes account of the likes of 


Mozart and Schubert among 
them.) The program note makes 
two salient observations about the 
Schubert: that he revised and re¬ 
fined it more than perhaps any 
other of his works — and that its 
Credo deliberately omits the lines 
about belief in the Catholic 
Church. These two works may not 
be opiates, but both receive intox¬ 
icating performances. 

With the Mozart, the wonder is 
that, over the decade since its first 
recording in the Levin edition, by 
Helmuth Rilling, it has been 
recorded or performed in any other 
version. Oddly, the same crowd that 
greets Levin’s celebrated perfor¬ 
mances of the Mozart piano con¬ 
certos with improvised cadenzas in 
perfect Mozart style as something 
like the true stigmata in music have 
in the same breath spurned Levin’s 
completion of the Requiem as if it 
were heresy. In fact, Levin’s contri¬ 
bution is a notably conservative (if 
staggeringly brilliant) piece of mu¬ 
sicology that sets no ambition be¬ 
yond putting right the numerous 
stylistic errors of the previous com¬ 
pletions. Levin literally knows every 
note of Mozart and has fully inter¬ 
nalized his style. 

Of the conductors who have 
embraced Levin’s completion, 
Mackerras has most fully brought 
it to life. This exemplary, versatile 
conductor has not always done his 
most convincing work in 18th- 
century music, but this recording, 
with the Scottish Chamber Or¬ 
chestra and Chorus (which Mack¬ 
erras gets to sound like a period 
band), burns with conviction. The 
brisk tempos are at first shocking, 
but the urgency they lend the 
reading are as swiftly convincing; 
they cauterize all traces of piety or 
sentimentality that might seep in. 
Mackerras bores his way through 
the score not as if death were at his 
heels (though he’s aging and in 
unsteady health) but as if every¬ 
thing in it were hurtling toward 
the LuxAeterna, the vaunted light 
the dying “go into.” 

I mean it as the highest praise 
that nothing about the perfor¬ 
mance stands out. The vocal 
soloists — Susan Gritton, Cather¬ 
ine Wyn-Rogers, Timothy Robin¬ 
son, and Peter Rose — the chorus 
and band are uniformly fine. 
More to the point, all are undivid¬ 


ed in their attention to this sub¬ 
lime score. 



Trial by fire 

Herreweghe and his crew — 
the Orchestre des Champs filysees, 
RIAS-Kammerchor, and vocal 
soloists Anna Korondi, Anke Von- 
dung, Andreas Karasiak, and Ray 
Stiefermann — give Schubert the 
supreme melodist his due, but 
their interpretation, too, digs 
deep. In their reading, the A-Flat 
Major Mass, D 678, is insolent and 
creepy as often as solemn and 
noble (and it is, at times, all four). 
There’s never a sense of easy piety 
or reflexive reverence about it. 

They rightly find the real ac¬ 
tion in the Credo, with its resplen¬ 
dent but ominous brass and har¬ 
mony so tight it sometimes gives 
the illusion of the choir’s singing 
in unison. This is no easy state¬ 
ment of received faith but, rather, 
a musical acting out of the trials 
of belief. The progression from 
the foreboding “Et incarnatus est” 
through the “Crucifixus” and 
“Resurrexit” becomes an intermit¬ 
tently dissonant trial by fire that 
could have been written only by a 
composer who knew, intimately, 
the path of suffering. 

As in the great song cycles, the 
moments of joy and triumph are 
amply real, but fleeting. Passages 
in the Sanctus sound like a study 
for Wagner’s Das Rheingold. This 
is faith without formula, and 
hugely rewarding for it. 

Both “fillers” are treasures. 
Mackerras’ reading of Mozart’s 
late C-Minor Adagio and Fugue 
accents its almost alarming 
modernity, and Mendelssohn’s 
Psalm 42, accompanying the 
Schubert, boasts the kind of in¬ 
volving beauty you nearly drown 
in. ▼ 


Penisspotting 
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love, including interviews with 
immigrant dildo workers, dildo 
magnates, a hung guy who pro¬ 
vides a model, and the crazy Texan 
politicians who criminalized them 
(possessing six or more is a 
felony). Yes, yes, we realize these 
are not real dicks, but do they re¬ 
ally deserve our scorn? We would 
remind grumblers that they per¬ 
form most of the same services as 
our more organic purple-headed 
pal (and better, according to some 
aficionados.) 

Wrong delivery 

Some of this year’s films will 
frustrate dickticians who feel 
(rightly or wrongly) that titles or 
subjects that promise penis should 
deliver. (There is, sadly, no re¬ 
course here; you cannot complain 
to the Better Business Bureau 
about truth in advertising. Trust 
us, we’ve tried.) Billy Hayes’ raw 
drama Cock & Bull Story is more 
bull than cock, despite the fact 
that the movie is about (possibly) 


closeted boxers who get all sweaty, 
sexy and mean. Jason Schafer’s To¬ 
tally Sexy Loser is not sexy, and 
there is no dick. Todd Ahlberg’s 
worthy doc Hooked, about Inter¬ 
net sex addiction, would have 
been improved, from the spotter’s 
perspective, by at least a brief 
montage showing exactly what all 
these guys are getting so hot and 
bothered about. The same could 
be said for Louise Hogarth’s The 
Gift, about “bug chasing” and “gift 
giving.” Mark Rucker’-s Die Mom- 
mie Die! makes much of Jason 
Priestley’s character’s super-sch- 
long, but alas, there’s not even a 
prosthetic prick on view to back 
up the claims. In the Manly Men 
shorts show, Michael Shea’s 
Ritchie’s Itch has two supposedly 
straight guys talking endlessly 
about cock but never showing 
their own, despite constant threats 
to do so. 

Fortunately, the French don’t 
fail to deliver. No one can beat 
them for phallophilia, and there 
are juicy, if sometimes heart- 
breakingly abbreviated, sightings 
in several of the features. In Fab- 
rice Cazeneuve’s excellent You’ll 


Get Over It, there’s a shadowy 
schlong in the mirror, but its pos¬ 
sessor is so adorable that more 
imaginative viewers will invent 
more such images. Christophe 
Honore’s Close to Leo gets points 
for a nude beach swim, complete 
with casual cock, with three pals 
and the little brother of one of 
them. Francis Girod’s over¬ 
wrought but intriguing Gender 
Bias shows an abusive, rough- 
trade type in the altogether, cru¬ 
elly displaying his jewels in a win¬ 
dow for the horny drag queen 
staring at him from afar. Jacques 
Nolot hits the jackpot with Porn 
Theatre, a wonderfully wry 
drama set in the seedy title space. 
Nolot follows the recent French 
trend of mixing arthouse themes 
with hardcore sex as an endless 
stream of cocksuckers and suck- 
ees move in and out of the shad¬ 
ows for a variety of encounters. 
Opera glasses are not a must for 
this one; even cataracts won’t 
prevent some of these extremely 
sexy images, which include oral 
and anal penetration, from get¬ 
ting through to anxious 
penisspotters. ▼

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Get your flame on! 

Ggreg Taylor's 'Forgotten Opera' party unfolds

S ome people are flames, and 
some are moths,” says Ggreg 
Taylor, the ultimate party 
promoter of the 1990s Queer Na- 
tion/Klubstitute generation in San 
Francisco, the creator of Product 
and other club hits. “I’ve always 
been a flame. Some people are to¬ 
tally oblivious.” 

Soon, no-one in the city will be 
oblivious to the return of Taylor 
to the scene he works with flair. In 
his new, improved persona, he 
doesn’t just do boy parties with 
kinky twists, he does glamorous 
operatic spectaculars. Witness his 
Forgotten Opera, a costume ball 
sponsored by the San Francisco 
Opera, taking place this Saturday, 
June 14, at a giant warehouse 
space South of Market. 

“I’ve been wanting to do a 
party for a while, to get back into 
the club thing,” says Taylor, who 
upon his return from self-im¬ 
posed exile in London not long 
ago realized he had become 
mythologized. Not since the 
crazy heyday of Chaos, Uranus, 
and Product, in Taylor’s view, has 
the city seen a truly outrageous 
party replete with costumes, 
props, and art, combined with 
major DJ talent and the ultra-hip 
queer crowd that flocks to Tay¬ 


lor’s flame. 

“The opera’s audience is gray¬ 
ing and dying off,” declares Taylor. 
“They want to do something that 
will make opera cool. I think 
opera’s fantastic. I mean, when 
you have 100 people onstage in 
nude suits as witches’ covens, and 
the men have two-foot-long 
penises, and the women have 
these giant, pendulous breasts, 
and they’re worshipping the 
moon? It’s pretty cool!” 

When Taylor proposed to SF 
Opera doing a party using the 
Opera’s sets, props and costumes, 
and having an opera singer sing 
live, “they were terrified,” he says. 
Somehow, he calmed their fears 
and got them excited. To create a 
special vibe, Taylor has obtained a 
giant SoMa warehouse zoned 
legally for this sort of party, a big, 
raw space he intends to fill up 
with “huge sets” and some 20 
chandeliers, hoping to attract as 
many as 1,500 costumed revelers. 
To create the right sound, he’s 
working with DJ Gavin Hardkiss. 
They’ve been going over hundreds 
of songs looking for a good hook. 
He suspects they’ll end up doing a 
house remix of a Mozart aria, or 
something along those lines. They 
plan to have an opera diva sing 
live. Also playing at the gig are 
Jeno, doing a four-hour set up¬ 
stairs, and Ouchy the Clown and 


Pinky Ring, spinning indie sounds 
downstairs. 

Come together 

The main reason he’s doing all 
this, Taylor says, is that “I really 
love getting people together. I love 
getting people to actually talk. I 
won’t do a dance club that doesn’t 
have an area to talk in. I think the 
gay community really needs 
something now where you can 
meet friends and it’s not about 
drugs.” 

Can he pull it off? His track 
record would indicate he can in¬ 
deed, with diva splendor. He’s 
been associated with many of the 
city’s legendary queer clubs and 
parties of the late ’80s and early 
’90s. And even his mother thinks 
he’s a hoot. 

He hails originally from 
Northern Idaho, “you know, land 
of the white supremacists. Which 
it really is. Mom’s a big-tittied 
bleach blonde who’s charming as 
hell, and she likes bad boys. She’s 
been doing drag since Club 
Uranus. She’s hosted Trannyshack. 
We did ‘Mammyshack.’” 

After moving to SF by way of 
Seattle, Taylor ended up in a party 
house with the Page Boys, notably 
Lewis Walden, who created Chaos 
with Michael Blue, and eventually 
ran Club Uranus. 

“We were wild!” Taylor says of 
the household. “The underground 
club scene was born out of our 
house parties at Page 8c Octavia. 
They were these huge, raging par¬ 
ties. This was 1988, and AIDS had 
decimated San Francisco. Every¬ 
one was dead. The only club to go 
to was The Stud. There was noth¬ 
ing else, except for parties at the 
Trocadero or Dreamland, but that 
was old ’70s clones, and who 
wanted to be around some guy 
with poppers and a tambourine?” 

In fact, there were other clubs 
happening. The first once-a-week 
club was called Boy Club, which 
Ben Dong put on at the I-Beam. 
Page Hodel started The Box, and 
then Chaos was born. Taylor 
began to make his indelible mark 
on queer culture. • 

The biggest shock waves in the 
club scene would come at the 
Endup, which, at the time, Taylor 
says, was “this weird bar that 
needed to be taken over and had 
no business at all. It had a small 
Asian demographic and a wet 
jockey-shorts contest that was 


kind of pathetic.” 

They threw the first Club 
Uranus party on December 14, 
1989, and “my mother described 
it as being the obvious sign of the 
end of Western Civilization. I 
mean, Monique, this giant-breast¬ 
ed go-go girl, was dancing on the 
go-go box banging herself with a 
banana, while her mother read the 
Bible by the fire in the back of the 
club. Can you imagine?!” 

Clown alley 

Taylor most often was seen in 
public decked out in his wild, 
multi-hued, art-damaged clown 
faces and garbs, his persona that 
of the ringmaster for the zaniest, 
sexiest shows the queer under¬ 
ground scene ever conjured up. 

His co-emcee at Uranus was 
the inimitable Jerome Caja, the 
person who more than anyone de¬ 
fined queer art — scatological, 
sacrilegious, lipstick-smeared — 
who reveled in displaying his skin¬ 
ny limbs and frame in tattered 
outfits, mud-wrestling with other 
trannies as Queer Nation boys 
cheered on. 

Taylor insists that if not for 
Uranus bringing in new clientele, 
the Endup would no longer exist. 
The club started hopping at the 
same time as ACT UP got going, 
and drew that kind of fierce ener¬ 
gy to it. 

“I remember going to ACT UP 
meetings and trying to figure out 
what to wear,” he says. “For my 
first ACT UP meeting, I went in 
mirrored platforms, rhinestone 
hotpants, and a fur vest.” 

Trend-observers often com¬ 
pare Taylor’s eye-popping style to 
that of Leigh Bowery, the outra¬ 
geous London performance artist, 
but “I never had a fashion design¬ 
er or someone who could sew,” 
says Taylor, “so my shit was always 
glued together and ridiculous, 
until I started running a giant 
mainstream club and could pay 
$ 1 , 000 .” 

His full-leather NAMBLA the 
Clown outfit cost around $2,000. 


It’s that identity which has 
brought Taylor the most notori¬ 
ety, as he uses the NAMBLA label 
to mock straight society’s worst 
fears. “The reason NAMBLA the 
Clown exists is because so much 
of straight, homophobic society 
assumes all gay people are child 
molesters, and we aren’t! So why 
not throw the darkest thing right 
back at them?” 

One of the first big parties Tay¬ 
lor produced on his own was at 
1015 Folsom, called The Drag 
USO Show, during the 6th Inter¬ 
national AIDS Conference. ACT 
UP was in town demonstrating, so 
Taylor did a USO-style show to 
entertain the troops. He had Lady 
Bunny in from New York, and 
Vaginal Creme Davis, Glenn 
Meadmore, and the Sluts-a-Go- 
Go. Taylor eventually launched 
Product at 1015 Folsom, taking 
the queer art aesthetic to new 
heights of success. 

Lav hostess 

“I did great stuff,” he says of 
producing Product. “I had this 
homeless lady playing guitar in 
the men’s toilet; I called it the 
Men’s Restroom and Entertain¬ 
ment Complex.” A drag queen 
served as maitre d’ of the toilet. 
He’d ask anyone entering: “A uri¬ 
nal or a stall? Party of one or 
two?” On one occasion, Taylor 
hired the Lesbian/Gay Freedom 
Band to march through the club. 
“Can you imagine being in a 
dance club, and the music stops 
and a marching band marches 
through? Like, huh?” 

Those sorts of antics eventual¬ 
ly led him to work with Gilbert 
Baker and others in creating “Pink 
Saturday,” the pre-Pride party in 
the Castro. The idea came togeth¬ 
er over the dinner table in the 
home of medical-marijuana guru 
Dennis Perone. “I was really the 
one involved to make it hip, be¬ 
cause I was the ‘It Boy’ in SF at the 
time.” 

Starting in 1994, the scene lost 
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Guess What the Gulch 
Brought to Town?

Free spirits roaming on a small island 


Director Emanuele Crialese's ' Respiro' has Italian warmth and charm

n the opening frames of 

Respiro, the sight of rocks 

bleached bone-white by a piti¬ 
less sun yields to the face of a boy 
firing a slingshot. At first, we’re 
not sure what century the boy is 
living in, or whether he and his 
nearly naked mates are fleeing the 
cameras of Baron von Gloeden, or 
living out their own version of 
Lord of the Flies or the sacrifice of 
St. Sebastian. This little primitive 
tribe swarms over the rocks, cooks 
their prey in cinderblock ruins, 
meets and overcomes a smaller 
tribe. The losers have their shorts 
pulled down in frisky non-lethal 
horseplay. 

The boy, Pasquale (a brooding, 
raw intuitive performance by 
Francesco Casisa, a young man 
discovered in the slums of Paler¬ 
mo), rides home with his younger 
brother, Filippo (the pint-sized 
Filippo Pucillo, playing the 
world’s most macho 10-year-old), 
to the waiting arms of their moth¬ 
er, Grazia. As Grazia, Valeria Goli- 
no, whom American audiences 
may remember as Tom Cruise’s 
pesky Italian girlfriend in Rain 
Man, here channels the iridescent 
glow and spunk of the young 
Sophia Loren. 

The boys’ passionate but vexed 
love for their mother, the black 
sheep of their small island, is at 
the heart of Emanuele Crialese’s 
reconfiguration of the myth of a

free-spirited woman who defies 
the rigid conventions of a pre¬ 
modern society. 

Grazia is an affectionate but 
impulsive woman. Her daughter 
backstops her cooking chores in 
one scene, serving the boys glop 
that has the gelatin-like consisten¬ 
cy of catfood. Grazia’s mood 
swings are exacerbated by any 


threat to her sons. When her hus¬ 
band Pietro (Vincenzo Amato, 
un-self-consciously masculine as 
a vexed but loving patriarch) 
whips Pasquale for hurting a boy 
with his slingshot, Grazia wrecks 
their kitchen in a fury that turns 
into a fit. As Pietro sedates Grazia, 
his no-nonsense mother urges 
him to send her to a sanitarium in 


Milan. 

Rough passage 

In the film’s iconic image, 
Grazia is riding the scooter with 
her sons, gently nuzzling Pasquale’s 
neck as they head for the ocean. In 
this resolutely non-neurotic soci¬ 
ety, familial affection and punish¬ 
ment is not to mistaken for incest 


or abuse. Pasquale and Filippo are 
both agitated and ashamed when 
Grazia insists on swimming bra- 
less. They are already pint-sized 
versions of their father, about to 
pass from rough play to adulthood, 
skipping adolescence altogether. 

Director Crialese (whose first 
feature, Once We Were Strangers, 
gave him credibility with Respiro’s 
Italian producers) cradles his story 
lovingly on the island of Lampe¬ 
dusa, an Italian outpost so far 
South that it’s practically in Africa. 
In America, a place so beautiful 
would be the setting for bad melo¬ 
drama — or a beer commercial. 

In Respiro, Golino’s Grazia rep¬ 
resents trouble in paradise. She 
flirts with foreign men, fights with 
other women, and sets the village’s 
feral dogs loose from the pound. 
Only her beautiful, brooding son, 
Pasquale, sees beyond his moth¬ 
er’s sins. 

Just as the love for a boy can 
pass from aesthetic to taboo, 
Pasquale’s feelings for his mother 
push him to quietly and uncon¬ 
sciously defy the customs that 
have preserved the peace on his 
tiny island for centuries. Early in 
the story, we see Pasquale swim¬ 
ming through the pure blue water 
to trap an elusive sea creature. 
Later, that water will represent an 
exhilarating and dangerous free¬ 
dom for the boy, his mother, and 
an island that time forgot. ▼

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with other medicines to help treat infection 
with Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells, a 
type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections and complications. Therefore, it is very important that you stay under the care 
of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Therefore, 
continue to practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects ol SUSTIVA? 

Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of patients experience severe depression, 
strange thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. Some patients have thoughts 
of suicide and a few have actually committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more 
often in patients who have had mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you think 
you are having these psychiatric symptoms, so your doctor can decide if you should 
continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble 
concentrating, and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. These side effects 
may be reduced if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend 
to go away after you have taken the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these common 
side effects, such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have serious psychiatric 
problems, such as severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell your 
doctor right away if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. It is possible 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood 
altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble concentrating, or are drowsy, avoid activities that may 
be dangerous, such as driving or operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without any change in treatment. In a small 
number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your doctor right 
away. Rash may be a serious problem in some children. Tell your child's doctor right 
away if„you notice rash or any other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 

Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop in some patients taking anti-HIV 
medicine. These changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and 
neck ("buffalo hump”), in the breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, 
and face may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these fat changes 
are not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects or for any 
other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible with SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or 
pharmacist for a more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all the medicines 
you will take. 


How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, preferably at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount of medicine in your body, which 
may increase the frequency of side effects. 

• Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime may make some side effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. If you take 
only SUSTIVA, the medicine may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away, unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not double the next dose. 
Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best 
times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed amount of SUSTIVA, contact your 
local Poison Control Center or emergency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or change how you take old ones. Your 
doses may need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to 
SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check for certain side effects while you 
take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken 
together) once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see 

Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

Tablets 

• The dose of SUSTIVA tablets for adults is 600 mg (one tablet) once a day by mouth. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of 
the inactive ingredients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become pregnant. Serious birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in 
humans. Tell your doctor right away if you are pregnant. Also talk with your doctor 
if you want to become pregnant, 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based birth control, such as pills, injections, 
or implants, because SUSTIVA may make these contraceptives ineffective. Women must 
use a reliable form of barrier contraception, such as a condom or diaphragm, even if 
they also use other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention recommend that mothers with HIV not breast-feed because they can pass 
the HIV through their milk to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through breast milk 
and cause serious harm to the baby. Talk with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. 
You may need to stop breast-feeding or use a different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines causing similar side effects as 
SUSTIVA, such as drowsiness, may increase those side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking with your doctor. These medicines 
include prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal products, especially 
St. John's wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver, or have hepatitis. Your doctor may want to do tests 
to check your liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs or alcohol. 


What important information should I know about taking other medicines with 
SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, including ones for HIV, and cause 
serious side effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines or change their 
doses. Other medicines, including herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, 

it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your prescription and non-prescription medicines as well as any herbal 
remedies that you are taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how 
much you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture 
of the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold 
as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. 
Talk with your doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking 
St. John’s wort may decrease SUSTIVA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible 
resistance to SUSTIVA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV drugs. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA**: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be replaced with another medicine when taken 
with SUSTIVA**: 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

The following medicines may need to have their dose changed when taken with 
SUSTIVA**: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin) 

• Methadone 

These are not all the medicines that may cause problems if you take SUSTIVA. 
Be sure to tell your doctor about all medicines that you take. 

General advice about SUSTIVA: 

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that are not mentioned in patient 
information leaflets. Do not use SUSTIVA for a condition for which it was not prescribed. 
Do not give SUSTIVA to other people, even if they have the same symptoms you have. 
It may harm them. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59° to 86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children.

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Flag-waving in the ’hood 

Community 'Flag Wars' on PBS' ' P.O.V/

ith Flag Wars, documen¬ 
tary filmmakers Linda 
Goode Bryant and Laura 
Poitras have touched on a subject 
well-known to the queer commu¬ 
nity, but which has yet to reach the 
mainstream television-viewing 
audience. The topic, gentrification 
of deteriorating urban communi¬ 
ties by gay men and lesbians, is 
given an effective treatment in 
their P.O.V. documentary for PBS, 
which airs Tuesday, June 17, 10 
p.m. on KQED-TV, Channel 9. 

The title takes on more than 
one meaning. First, it refers to the 
rainbow flags that hang outside 
some LGBT homes, and the re¬ 
sponse to them by the non-gay 
residents in a Columbus, Ohio 
neighborhood. It also refers to the 
ominous presence of right-wing 
Christian activists, and the burn¬ 
ing of a rainbow flag that had 
been flying outside the Ohio 
Statehouse for Gay Pride. I spoke 
with Bryant and Poitras about 
their collaboration. 

Gregg Shapiro: What's the source 
of your interest in Flag Wars? 

Linda Goode Bryant: I’m from 
Columbus, Ohio, and it actually 
started when I went back home to

be on a panel there. My parents 
bought their house in 1946 and 
still live in the community. My fa¬ 
ther picked me up from the air¬ 
port, and we were driving back to 
the house, and as we turned onto 
our street, I noticed that there 
were pastel flags hanging from a 
couple of porches. I asked him, 
“What’s up with these flags?” He 
said, “That’s what the gay guys put 
up when they move in.” 

I came back to New York, and 
Laura and I were having lunch, 
and I mentioned that experience. 
She said, “Linda, that’s what 
Deanna and I are doing,” because 


she had just moved to Harlem. 

Laura Poitras: Deanna was my 
partner. I said, “Linda, what are 
you talking about? Look at my 
apartment.” I lived in a building 
where most of the residents were 
elderly blacks and women, and 
everyone moving in was young, 
white, gay and lesbian. 

It stuck with both of us, and we 
thought it would make a really in¬ 
teresting documentary. The ques¬ 
tion that we wanted to explore 
was how two groups that are both 
marginalized in larger society will 
try and live together. 

What was it like to get people 
who were at odds with each other 
to cooperate with you on the film? 

LP: When Linda and I started 
making the film in 1999, we began 
by doing a series of interviews 
with people who we thought were 
important to be in the film. We 
told them what we were interested 
in, a neighborhood that was going 
through changes, and how these 
two groups, the black community 
and the white gay community, co¬ 
exist. Everyone agreed to partici¬ 
pate, and people were very forth¬ 
coming and incredibly honest and 
generous in opening their lives to 
us and our cameras. 

It’s a trend going on in urban 
areas, largely white gays and les-

bians are moving into neighbor¬ 
hoods that have been economical¬ 
ly depressed and usually have a 
nice Victorian housing stock avail¬ 
able at low costs. You can see it in 
Chicago, Atlanta, Asbury Park, 
New Jersey. There are many rea¬ 
sons for it. The gay community, 
unlike straight whites, has a real 
interest in finding a community 
where they can establish them¬ 
selves and be among other gays 
and lesbians. I think the fact that 
often gay couples don’t have chil¬ 
dren makes these neighborhoods 
attractive. And I think the housing 
stock, being able to go in and ren¬ 
ovate these houses, is another fac¬ 
tor that comes into play. 

The most frightening aspect of 
Flag Wars is the substory of the 
fundamentalist Christian preach¬ 
er, Chuck Spingola, and his anti- 


The good, the bad, & the Bette 

Bette Midler is a diva who is out on DVD, 16 times

ette Midler (b. 1945) is one 
» of the great comic film ac¬ 
tresses of the last 25 years, as 
well as an accomplished singer. 
Her career, however, has been 
marred by poor choices and poor 
direction. Sixteen Midler DVDs 
are currently available, and here’s 
a rundown of what to expect. 

Although she had a tiny role in 
Hawaii (1965), Midler’s real 
screen debut came in 1979’s The 
Rose, in which she played a rock 
singer modeled on Janis Joplin. 
She earned a Best Actress Oscar 
nomination and won two Golden 
Globes for her remarkable perfor¬ 
mance — at once winning and re¬ 
pellent, a true monstre sacre. 
Twenty-four years later, it’s still a 
powerful portrait, helped by the 
star’s willingness not to be likable 
at all times. 

Divine Madness (1980), a 
filmed Midler concert, shows 
what made her such an irreverent 
icon of patrons of gay bathhouses 
in New York during the ’70s. Her 
first opportunity to display her 
comedic brilliance as an actress 
came in 1986’s Down and Out in 
Beverly Hills. This remake of the 
French Bondu Saved from Drown¬ 
ing shows the impact rescuing a 
homeless man (Nick Nolte) has 
on a wealthy couple (Midler and 
Richard Dreyfus). It’s inspired, 
and Midler is hilarious and touch¬ 
ing. Director Paul Mazursky 
missed a chance for total madness 
by not letting Midler and Little 
Richard, who has a supporting 
role, sing together. 

Two more films capture Mi¬ 
dler’s brilliance and gave her wor¬ 
thy material: 1986’s Ruthless Peo¬ 
ple and ’96’s First Wives Club. In 
the former, she’s a wealthy heiress

married to Danny De Vito. When 
she’s kidnapped and held for ran¬ 
som, he refuses to pay, in hopes 
she’ll be killed and he will be free 
to marry his gorgeous mistress 
(Anita Morris). To Midler’s cha¬ 
grin, the kidnappers keep drop¬ 
ping their price. This comic gem 
is based on O. Henry’s short story, 
“The Ransom of Red Chief.” 

In First Wives Club, Midler, 
Goldie Hawn, and Diane Keaton 
are divorcees getting revenge on 
their ex-husbands. It’s an ensem¬ 
ble film, with fine support from 
Maggie Smith as a society colum¬ 
nist. The three ladies are all terrif¬ 
ic, yet Midler’s portrayal may be 
the best of them all. 

Two other comedies gave her 
fine co-stars, but had script prob¬ 
lems. Shelley Long is Midler’s rival 
for Peter Coyote in Outrageous For¬ 
tune (1987), and the ladies almost 
spin gold from dross, but can’t save 
the picture. They do have one truly 
hilarious scene, comparing their 
sexual histories and appeal to men. 
She and Lily Tomlin were better 
than their material in Big Business 


(1988), playing twins separated at 
birth and raised as siblings. The 
premise is clever, but the film runs 
out of gas too soon. 

For the rest, avoid the bathetic 
Beaches (1988), an endless tsuna¬ 
mi of the ups and downs of a 
friendship between two women 
(Midler and Barbara Hershey). 
Maudlin is the best that can be 
said of Stella (1990), a remake of 
the old Barbara Stanwyck weepie, 
Stella Dallas. Why Midler wanted 
to film this dated disaster about an 
unwed mother is a question she 
probably still hasn’t answered. 

Mark Rydell’s poor direction 
ruined 1991 ’s For the Boys, which 
could have been marvelous. Mi¬ 
dler is a ’40s singer who marries 
an established entertainer (James 
Caan); together, they perform for 
the troops and battle out their re¬ 
lationship. She handles the music 
superbly, but Caan is the least like¬ 
ly song-and-dance man imagin¬ 
able and too old for the role. As 
Midler ages, her makeup becomes 
grotesque, and she is given a 
dowager hump that a dromedary 
would envy. She seemed to glory 
in the bathos, and earned a second 
Best Actress nomination from the 
Academy. 

Midler teamed with Woody 
Allen for Mazursky’s Scenes from 
a Mall (1991), a disappointment 
for all concerned — she was too 
toned down, and he seems 
stunned to be with a woman only 
10 years younger. On television, 
she played Mama Rose in Gypsy 
(1993), but instead of the stage 
mother from hell, she again 
sought to be likable, and the pro¬ 
duction was flat. In Hocus Focus 
(1993), she and Kathy Nijimby 
had fun playing witches, and Mi¬ 
dler got to wear grotesque make¬ 
up again. That Old Feeling (1997) 
was what she got for ex-husband 


Dennis Farina in another poorly 
written romantic comedy that 
wasted her talents. Isn't She Great 
(2000) had her miscast as ’60s 
schlock writer Jacqueline Susann. 
The less said about her misguided 
reunion with De Vito in Drowning 
Mona (2000), another badly writ¬ 
ten comedy, the better. ▼ 


rainbow flag and anti-gay cru¬ 
sade. The film's focus shifts from 
being about the longtime residents 
and the gays moving in, to this 
man who appears to be part of 
Fred Phelps' army. 

LP: The gay residents of the 
neighborhood participated in the 
Gay Pride parade, and we fol¬ 
lowed them. We were on the float 
and filming them in the parade, 
and there was this protest from a 
Christian Right minister. We 
heard later that he had shimmied 
up the flagpole at the Statehouse 
where a rainbow flag hung, taken 
the flag down and burned it, and 
was arrested. Here we were mak¬ 
ing this film called Flag Wars. It 
seemed like even though he was¬ 
n’t from the neighborhood, he in¬ 
serted himself into our story. 

LGB: I think the film clearly re¬ 
veals intolerance from everybody. 
There is a certain intolerance that 
gays have for the beliefs and val¬ 
ues of the African Americans in 
that neighborhood. There’s a cer¬ 
tain intolerance that these African 
Americans have for the beliefs and 
values of gays. There’s an intoler¬ 
ance that Chuck has that he ratio¬ 
nalizes based on his interpretation 
of the Bible. 

I learned over the course of the 
nine months that we spent filming 
him, his family and his colleagues, 
that Chuck was not one-dimen¬ 
sional. He was as multi-dimen¬ 
sional as all of us are. As a result of 
understanding, though not agree¬ 
ing, with Chuck, I ceased to be 
frightened by him. T
